JOURNAL. 



St. Mary' 9 Church, Burlington, May 27thf A, 2>., 1863. 

This being the time and place appointed by the Constitution of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New Jersey, for the 
meeting of the Annual Convention of said Church, the Bishop and a 
number of the Clergy and Lay Deputies assembled for Divine Service 
in St. Mary's Church, Burlington, at 11 o'clock, A. M. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Messrs. Hodges and Kelly; 
the Kev. Messrs. Garrison and Shackelford, reading the Lessons. 
The Rev. J. S. Bush preached the Sermon. The Bishop celebrated 
the Holy Communion, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Mahan and the Rev. 
Messrs. Dunn, Jaques, and Hoffman. After Divine Service, the Bishop 
took the Chair, and called the Convention to order.

ii. The election (unless otherwise ordered) of the Standing Com- 
mittee, 
iii. The election of Deputies to the General Convention, 
iv. The election of Trustees of the General Theological Seminary. 
V. The election of Treasurer and Auditing Committee. 
vi. Reports of Committees, 
vii. Unfinished business, 
viii. Motions, resolutions and miscellaneous business. 

6. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless other- 
wise ordered. 

7. The Reports of Committees shall be in writing; and, when made, 
shall be the property of the Convention without any motion for accept- 
ance. All reports recommending action of the Convention, shall be 
accompanied by a resolution to that effect. 
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8. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded ; and every 
motion shall be reduced to writing and signed by the mover, whose 
name shall be entered on the Journal. 

9. When any member is about to speak, he shall, with due respect, 
address himself to the President, confining himself strictly to the 
point in debate. 

10. No member shall speak more than twice (except the mover, 
who is entitled to reply) in the same debate, without leave of the 
Convention. 

11. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention 
may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole, and shall take a vote 
for that purpose. 

12. All questions shall be decided viva voccj unless otherwise 
specially ordered. 

13. When required by two clerical and two lay delegates, the vote 
of the Convention may be taken by orders voting separately, and the 
names shall be entered on the minutes. 

14. The doors of the Convention shall be open for the admission of 
such persons as may wish to know its proceedings. 

15. No member shall leave this Convention without permission. 

16. In all elections, those persons, only, who shall have a majority 
of all the votes given, shall be deemed elected. 

17. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
received unless to lay it upon the table ; to postpone it to a certain 
time; to postpone it indefinitely; to correct it; to amend it, or to 
divide ; and motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence 
in the order herein named. The motion to lay upon the table and to 
adjourn shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall 
always be in order, unless some member is speaking.

REPORT OF THE LAMBERTVILLE LOT COMMITTEE. 

To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State oj 
New Jersey : 

The undersigned, a Committee appointed to examine into the title 
and condition of a lot, at or near Lambertville, conveyed by Mr. John 
Coryell to the Rev. David Brown, respectfully report : 
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21. The Convention shall be opened at 11 A. M. ; Evening session 
at 5 P. M. After the first day, Prayers at 9 A. M. ; Evening session 
at 6 P. M. 

22. At the close of each Convention, the minutes shall be read, 
corrected and approved. 



1851, and was recorded in the Clerk's otbce ot tiunteraou uuuut^, 
January 28th, 1852. It is in the usual form of a deed of gift, vesting 
a naked legal estate, in fee simple, in Mr. Brown, as trustee. But the 
trust clause is somewhat inartificial and doubtful. It is as follows : — 
" In trust nevertheless that he, the said David Brown, his heirs and 
assigns, shall and will hold the same for the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, of the Diocese and State of New Jersey, for the purpose of 
erecting, building up and sustaiuing a High School or College, to be 
under the control and direction of the said Protestant Episcopal Church, 
which said Church, or any Parish of the same, may, at any time here- 
after, erect and build up the said school or college whenever they shall 
sec fit, and shall have raised suflScient funds to commence the same, 
provided they shall commence the same in ten years; and in further 
trust, provided that the said Protestant Episcopal Church, of the 
Diocese and State of New Jersey, or any Parish of the same, should 
never, at any time hereafter, commence the said school or college, then, 
in that case, for the erection, building up and sustaining the said school 
or college by any other denomination of Protestant Christians who 
shall raise suflficient funds for the said purpose.^' 

Several things are obvious in this trust, viz : — 1. That the lot was 
intended for the use of the Protestant Episcopal Church in New Jersey, 
and for no other denomination of Christians. 

2. That it was intended to sustain a High School or College, to be 
under the control and direction of that Church. 

3. That that Church, or some Parish of it, should have the 
exclusive right to establish such institution, if commenced within ten 
years next after the conveyance. 

4. If not so commenced, and any other denomination should ever 
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thereaf^r erect such institution, it would yet be under the control and 
direction of said Church ; and, 

5. Although it is not so expressly stated, yet it seems clearly to have 
been the intention of the donor that the buildings contemplated should 
be erected on the lot. 

But it is very uncertain when the right of any other denomination 
of Christians, than the Church, to erect such buildings would accrue^ 
if ever. The language of the deed is, that if the Church "should 
never, at any time thereafter ^ commence said school or college," then^ 
any other denomination may. As the expiration of all time must elapse 
before this outside right can arise, the contingency on which it rests 
is, literally, as remote as the exercise of the right, if it ever should 
accrue, is probable. Some other denomination of Christians would be 
very slow to build a High School or College to be under the control 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church ! 

It is, also, uncertain whether the proviso, which requires a com- 
mencement, by the Church, within ten years, relates to the raising of 
money or the erection of the buildings ; or what would constitute a 
commencement of either. And it is doubtful, too, what would be the 
eflFect, if any, of making no commencement within that period. Your 
Committee, however, feel quite sure that it would not have the eflFect 
of creating a resulting trust in favor of the heirs of the donor; but 
that the equitable estate of the Church would continue, notwithstand- 
ing such omission. 

Practically, then, the trust is for the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in New Jersey, to establish and maintain a High School or College on 
the lot in question ; and that trust still continues, although no com- 
mencement may have yet been made. But your Committee think that 
no such scheme of Church education is either likely or desirable to be 
entered upon ; that the large amount of money requisite could not be 
raised, and that if it could, its expenditure to that end would be 
unwise. 

Still the conveyance was, clearly, intended for the use of the Church 
for educational purposes, and although the particular mode of educa- 
tion contemplated may not be practicable or desirable, yet the general 
object of the donor may be attained by a sale of the lot, and the pro- 
ceeds appropriated under the direction of this Convention. But, after 
a somewhat careful investigation, they are unable to suggest any mode 
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of sale that would discbarge the lot of the trusty id the hands of the 

purchaser, except by legislative aid. And as they think a sale desira- 

ble, they recommend the appointment of a Committee to apply for the 

necessary enactments to our Legislature at its next Session ; and, if 

obtained, to make sale of the lot and report to the next Convention, 

that it may then make such disposition of the proceeds as will most 

effectually promote the object of the trust.

The Board has thus been enabled to clear oflf all the outstanding 
debts due the Missionaries of the Diocese, and report a net balance in 
its favor of $225 82. 

In entering upon the performance of the duties assigned to it by 
the Convention, the Board has desired constantly to recognize the aims 
proposed in its origination ; 

1. To represent the whole Church of the Diocese in its Missionary 
aspect; and, as occupying this position, to work for the advance- 
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ment of the kingdom of Christ, with an eye single to His glory ; 
striving to know nothing among you save Jesus Christ and Him cru- 
cified; using the Church's appointed organs as the instruments of the 
Church's work, and desiring always so to use them as to promote the 
spirit of a common Christian hrotherhood, and that all who are in the 
Church may co work through them in the blessed privilege of sending 
laborers into the many fields now ready for the harvesting. 

2. To afford a medium through which all the various charities to 
Missionary work within the Diocese may be dispensed according to the 
purpose of the donors, and thus, while carrying on the direct Mission- 
ary operations for which it is especially responsible, at the same time 
offering a common centre around which all the Missionary spirit in the 
Diocese may gather. 

This end is fully met by the provisions of the Canon and the action 
of the Board since its organization. In Section 3d the Canon makes 
it the duty of the Board, among other things, "to receive specific 
donations from any individual or Church, which shall be appropriated 
as designated by the donor/' In Section 5th it is provided that any 
station under the direction of the Board which shall furnish for the 
support of one missionary the sum of $300, shall be allowed the privi- 
lege of proposing to the Bishop one who, if approved by the Bishop, 
shall be considered as Missionary to that station." And, still further 
to afford facilities for enlarged and general action in this direction, the 
Board, at its first meeting, resolved, that it would act as a Parish Aid 
Society " in receiving and holding funds from parishes and individuals, 
to be applied by the Board, in connection with the Bishop, in assisting 
in the support of the ministrations of the Church to such feeble points 
of the Diocese as do not belong to the list of missionary stations/' 

By these provisions every case is met, and every one may feel that 
he can have his means dispensed in any channel where he feels it most 
needed for the furtherance of the cause of Christ and the best interests 
of the Church which is His Body. 

Such being the position of the Board in reference to the work com- 
mitted to it, it would beg leave to add a few words upon the needs and 
duty of the Church in relation to this work. 

1. We need more Missionaries — many more. The cry is brought to 
us daily and from every portion of the Diocese, " Come and help us ;" 
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and we sit powerless in the midst of plenty, with our hands paralyzed 
and our tongues able only to send them away with the reply, " We 
have no means to give you help; there are not even any falling crumbs 
that we can oflfer you ; you must go elsewhere for the message of sal- 
vation, or die without its ministering." 

If we as a Church were poor, God would not ask it at our hands to 
feed the perishing ; but if we only will not, " how dwelleth the love 
of God in us?" 

2. We need better support for those who are in the field. It is a 
shame which should scald our cheeks to blistering, that we deal with 
our missionaries as we do. Under the old dispensation, the ox who 
trod the grain was never muzzled, that he might not be made to suffer 
want while he was laboring ; but we forbid our ministry to labor with 
their hands as the Apostle did, and then refuse to give the toiling Mis- 
sionary even sufficient to provide for the necessities of decent poverty. 
These are not men who seek for money as the wages of their hire, for 
if they were, they could gain more by laboring along the highway. 
But if the Church robs God through them, the penalty will, soon or 
late, come with a fourfold retribution. 

3. To meet these needs, the duty lies upon the clergy to arouse 
their people to their obligation — we would rather say their privilege — 
of doing all they can to carry forward this great work of gathering 
souls to Jesus. The deadness of the people in this matter is the reflec- 
tion of the inertia of the ministry. If we proclaim the need, have the 
true missionary spirit in ourselves, the laity will not refuse to answer. 

How each may best attain the end desired, each must decide; 
whether by sermons, by missionary meetings, societies, or private 
influence, or all combined, is left for every one to choose. The one 
impelling obligation is to act in this great matter, act heartily, at once, 
and determine to continue acting until some adequate results have 
been accomplished. 

A weighty responsibility also lies on the Laity, and no indifference 
of the Clergy can relieve them of their duty. They have the means, 
know the necessities ; God has not shut up His blessings from them, 
and he asks them to loan Him of His own to help the Church in car- 
rying the message of salvation to the sinful and the dying. 

Shall God ask and you refuse to answer ? Shall souls cry, pleading 
for the Gospel, and you deny their pleading ? 
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The plea is personal ; the demand comes with authority. Christ 

lays it upon you ; may God put it in your hearts to do your duty ; 

and if each individual, feeling his own responsibility, will resolve, in 

the spirit of prayer, to the Great Head of the Church, that he will do 

what he may in this work, Christ will not long withhold "to open the 

windows of Heaven and pour you out a blessing that there shall not 

be room enough to receive it."

'^^The following letter will explain the absence of the Schedule from the 
Journal : 

Rev'd E. A. Hoffmak, 

8ec*y N. J, CofwentUm : 

Dear Sir — On the 22d inst. I received your note of the 20th inst, as follows : 

**In preparing the MSS. for the Conyention Journal, I do not find the 
Schedule of Assessments attached to the Report of the Finance Committee. 
If it was left on the Secretary's table, it must have been mislaid. Will you do 
me the fayor to send me a copy by mail, at your earliest convenience ? Yours, 
&c." 

There was no such Schedule prepared by the Committee. For this neglect 
the Chairman of the Committee is responsible. I request to be excused by 
the Convention after the following explanation : 

The salaries reported in the Schedule of the Treasurer were corrected by 
the Committee when they were known to differ. We did not know how many 
more required correction. There were many of which we knew nothing. The 
correct amount of salaries could only be learned by applying to the Parishes. 
That application is made in the circular, ** What is the amount of salary paid 
by your Parish ?'' The total amount of salaries is the best approximation 
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On the recommendation of the Committee, it was 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be continued through the year ; 
that they ascertain from each Parish that is in arrears, the reason for the 
same,; and the amount that they will promise to pay within a definite time ; and 
that they report all the important facts to the next Convention, with such sag' 
gestions and recommendations as they may think adyisable. 

On motion of the Kev. E. A. Hoffman, 

Resolved, That the portion of the Bishop's Address relating to the work of 
Missions in this Diocese, be referred to a Committee of seven, to report there- 
upon either at this or the next Convention. 

The Rev. Messrs. Hoffman, Garrison, Merritt and S. A. Clark, 
Messrs. Walter Rutherfurd, E. B. D. Ogden, and Robert Hamilton 
were appointed said Committee. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Mahan, 

Resolved, That in Article IV, Section 2, line 6, p. 66 of Journal of 1862, 
the words ** Rector, Frinc^al or" be inserted between the words **a" and 
" Professor," 

that we could make in order to determine the rate per cent. We made no 
allowance for the Parishes reported last year without assessment. These may 
produce but little income. This may be balanced by other salaries taken in 
excess. 

We reported the uniform rate of 6 and 1} per cent, on all salaries. The 
details were left to the Treasurer. We did not mention the three exempts, for 
these are exempted by vote of Convention. Each Parish, knowing its own 
salary, and the rates per cent., can calculate its own assessments. 

The Treasurer took a copy of corrected salaries from the Schedule used by 
me, in Committee meeting, at the time that we determined the necessary rates 
to be 6 and 1} per cent. If the answers to his notices to the Parishes show 
that the assumed salaries are erroneous, they can be corrected and the correct 
amounts reported to the next Convention, together with the assessments and 
arrearages. 

This was the actual process. It was founded on general business principles, 
to meet the requirements of the case. I did not then know that Canon X 
(page 64, 1862) requires the Committee to report immediately <* the name of 
each Parish, with the amount assessed upon it," nor can I conceive how such 
Schedule could have been prepared without being filledwith errors and omissions.

To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese 
of New Jersey : 

The undersigned, a Committee appointed to inquire after certain 
property given by Mr. John Baynes, late of Camden county, N. J., to 
Bishop Doane, for the use of the Diocese, and subsequently, by reso- 
lution of the Convention of eighteen hundred and sixty, authorized to 
make sale, and to compromise with the widow of Mr. Baynes for her 
right of dower in the lands, respectfully report : 

That the property consists of five adjoining tracts or pieces of land, 
situate in Monroe township, Camden county, which were conveyed, by 
five several deeds, made to the Eight Reverend George Washington 
Doane, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of New Jersey, his successors and assignees, for the sole 
use of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of New Jersey. 

The first of these deeds bears date on the twenty-ninth day of Sep- 
tember, A. D. 1845, and calls for a tract containing - 136.00 acres. 
The second, December 12th, 1846, and calls for - - - 22.60 " 
The third, November 8th, 1847, and calls for -• - - - 3.60 « 

The fourth, March 2d, 1849, and calls for 9.30 « 

And the fifth, March 6th, 1849, and calls for - - - - 10.00 " 



Making, according to the deeds, - - - - - 181.30 acres. 
But upon a careful survey, recently made, they were found to con- 
tain only one hundred and thirty-eight acres and fifty-eight hundredths 
of an acre — falling short nearly forty-three acres of their estimated 
amount. 
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The first of these conyejances reserved to the grantor the excltudve 
use of the lands granted, during his life. This he enjoyed. It con- 
tains also the assignment of all his personal estate, subject to a like 
use. This he either used up or disposed of while living, so that nothing 
remained, at his death, but the lands, all of which, including the other 
tracts, are now covered with small timber of a few years' growth, except 
about twenty or thirty acres of nearly worn out arable land, having upon 
them a small frame tenement of little value. 

Mr. Baynes died in 1867, leaving a will, bearing date July 3d, 1857, 
which was proved before the Surrogate of Camden county the 26th day 
of August in that year. This will confirms the conveyances which had 
been made to Bishop Doane. At the times of their execution, Mr. 
Baynes was married. His wife did not join him. She is still living, 
and has, therefore, a right of dower in the lands. This your Committee 
have compromised, by agreeing that she shall receive, during her life, 
the one-third of the interest of the net amount of the purchase money^ 
from time to time, as collected. She is about sixty-five years old. 

Upon a careful examination of the several deeds to Bishop Doane — 
recently procured from his son, the Rev. William C. Doane — ^your Com- 
mittee have considerable doubt whether the deeds, alone or taken in 
connection with the will of the grantor, vested in the grantee anything 
more than a life estate ; although it is obvious that it was the intention 
of the grantor to convey a fee simple. The doubt arises from the use 
of the word " successors/' in the deeds, instead of the word " heirs," 
which has generally been held essential to create a fee simple by deed^ 
although not essential for that purpose in a will. The will in this case 
simply confirms the deeds, without expressly enlarging the estate con- 
veyed by them. 

But if the fee in ^lese lands did not pass to Bishop Doane, then it 
must have descended to the heirs-at-law of Mr. Baynes, if he left any — 
there being no residuary clause in the will. If he lefl no heirs — and 
your Committee believe he did not — then the fee escheated to the State 
of New Jersey ; and under these circumstances, they think it would be 
prudent to have the title confirmed by a release from the State, which 
could probably be obtained bj an application to the next session of the 
Legislature. 

Your Committee, after having these lands carefully surveyed, and 
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their sale extensively advertised, in pursuance of such advertisement, 
exposed them to sale at puhlic auction, on the premises, on the sixteenth 
instant, iti two parcels, one of 69.53 acres, and the other of 69.05 acres. 
Both parcels were struck off to Mrs. Elizabeth Kihule, the former at 
tl4 50 per acre, and the latter at $7 per acre, making the whole 
amount of purchase money ...... 91,491 53 

The expenses of surveying, advertising, taxes, and other

This sum, according to the conditions of the sale, is to be paid or 
satisfactorily secured on the fifteenth day of June next, the time fixed 
for the delivery of the deed to the purchaser. 

The price at which these lands were struck off is about their fair 
market value. But the doubt touching the title, as above stated, 
induced your Committee to incorporate in the conditions of the sale a 
provision that, if the title should not be satisfactory to the pur- 
chaser, the sale should not be considered binding on the parties ; and, 
although the purchaser will probably pay or secure the purchase money 
at the time appointed, yet she may require a confirmation of her title 
by the State. If so, some further agreement with the purchaser will 
have to be made ; and, as its exact import cannot be foreseen, your 
Committee suggest that they should be further authorized to make 
such agreement, and do whatever else may be necessary to complete 
the sale and conveyance. 

In reference to the proper disposition of the net proceeds of this 
sale, it will be perceived that the conveyances to Bishop Doane are all 
for the use of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese, without 
specifying any particular object. It rests, therefore, with the Conven- 
tion to say to what particular use this money shall be applied. It may 
be added to the Missionary fund, or to the Episcopal fund, or to any 
other fund under the care of the Convention. If, however, the Com- 
mittee may be permitted to give any direction to this money by way 
of recommendation, they take leave to suggest that it be invested or 
secured, in the name of " The Trustees of the Episcopal fund of the 
Diocese of New Jersey,'' in trust for the support of Diocesan Missions,

under the direction of this Convention, or other ecclesiastical authority 
in the Diocese. 

This corporation is a safe and permanent body ; and although, by its 
original charter^ its trust powers were confined to the management and 
care of the fund for the support of the Episcopate, yet by a supplement 
passed in 1862^ its powers have been extended to the taking and holding 
any property in trust for ecclesiastical, charitable, or educational objects, 
appertaining to or under the control of this Convention. Its application 
to the support of missions would be but an appropriation for the main- 
tenance of the Church — the one great Missionary Society, founded by 
our blessed Lord and Saviour. 

The Committee recommend the adoption of the annexed resolution : 

Resolved, That the sale of the Baynes' lands, recently made by the Committee, 
as set forth in their above report to this Convention, be and the same is hereby 
affirmed ; that said Committee be further authorized to procure such legislation, 
and prepare and cause to be executed to Elizabeth Kihule, the purchaser, or 
such other person as she may direct, such deed or deeds of conveyance for such 
lands as they may think necessary, and for that purpose the President and 
Secretary of this Convention are authorized to affix the common seal of this 
Convention to any such deed or deeds. That said Committee be further 
authorized to compound with the widow of John Baynes, deceased, for her 
right of dower in said lands, making and securing to her such compensation 
therefor as they may think equitable and just; and that the net proceeds of 
said lands, over and above what may be required to pay or secure to said 
widow a gross sum or annuity in lieu of her dower, shall be invested by said 
Committee on bond and mortgage in the name of '* The Trustees of the Epis- 
copal fund of the Diocese of New Jersey," in trust for the support of missions 
in this Diocese, under the direction and control of this Convention, or other 
ecclesiastical authority in the Diocese.

To the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of New Jerety^ assembled in Eightieth 

Annual Convention: 

Brethren Beloved in the Lord ; 

We hold the Annual Council of the Church, in this jurisdiction, 
amid the hallowing influences of the Whitsuntide of our Christian 
year. I cannot welcome you to this pleasant re-assembling of our 
representative body with a better wish than that the same Spirit, who 
descended on the first Pentecost, to abide with the Church of Christ 
forever, may be specially present with us in our Convention. The 
mighty rushing wind — that wind of the Lord, which was first heard at 
the dawn of Creation, and whose coming was attended with Light, 
has not left this earth because the ear of man no longer hears it. Those 
cloven tongues of fire, which displaced the flaming sword that guarded 
the way to the lost tree of Life in Eden, have not ceased their work of 
love, because they are invisible to the eye of man. The person of the 
God-head, whose presence and power were symbolized by these myste- 
ries, abides in and with men, though the physical marvels have been 
exchanged for greater works in the domain of Spirit. If, therefore 
we invoke and claim the interposition of God, the Holy Ghost, He 
will give us more and more of His own Light and Life, and make our 
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aonnal Council an occasion, as I believe it will be, for filling our hearts, 
with the crowning grace of the Gospel, Charity — to share in which 
is to be, as St. Peter expresses it, ** partakers of the divine nature," 
for God is love. 

If along with an Apostolic Creed, an Apostolic Ministry, and an 
Apostolic Liturgy, we be personally filled up to the full with the life- 
giving Spirit of God, there is no triumph for Christ and His Church 
which may not be rationally expected to attend our efforts. The want 
of this age is not so much the eloquence and energy of man, as the 
mighty power of the Holy Ghost; not the machinery of organization, 
but the indwelling vital force of charity. It is not Biblical criticism, 
but a Biblical Pentecost that we want. He shall be the benefactor of 
the Church in these last days, who shall help us, not to tamper with 
the historic verity of the old Bible, but to open its unaltered text more 
fully to the bright beams of the Spirit of the Day, so that in His 
divine effulgence we may know more clearly " the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ whom he hath sent." 

I proceed to the more immediate subject of this paper, by remarking 
that as year after year rolls round, and my acquaintance with the wants, 
the work, and the working men and women of the Diocese increases, 
I feel greater satisfaction in making my Annual Address. The recom- 
mendations which I may suggest, as well as the report of the actual 
condition of the Diocese, will be founded upon larger and still larger 
experience. During the year which closed with the opening of this 
Convention I have been enabled, by God's hand attending me, to visit 
all portions of the Diocese without any interruption from sickness 
or accident, and in most cases, except where the original time of 
visitation was altered at the Rector's request or in consequence of 
vacancies in the Rectorship, to give at least one visit on the Lord's 
day. It may be owing partly to this fact, as well as to an actual 
increase in the Parishes themselves, but, as a matter of fact, I 
am happy to report to the Convention that at no period since my 
consecration have I noticed such large and interested congregations. 
Perhaps the number of men has been diminished by the civil neces- 
sities of our country, but the actual attendance in the Parishes has 
been most gratifying Along with numbers I have not fliiled to notice 
the manifestations of spiritual power, in the number confirmod ; in the 
vigor and zeal displayed in parochial charities; in the removal of debt 
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from the Parishes and buildings of the Parish ; and in the steadily 
increasing harmony and brotherhood of the Clergy and Laity. As one 
whose overseership is not only from Christ, but ruled in its exercise 
by the principles of the Gospel of Christ, I must guide my judgment 
of the prosperity of the Parishes under my charge, and, by consequence, 
of the strength of the Diocese, by the tokens and tests of prosperity set 
forth in the Gospel. 

Where the fruits of the spirit are, as detailed by the holy Apostle 
St. Paul in his letter to the Churches of Galatia, (v : 22,) there is 
prosperity, even where the praise of the outer world is wanting. But, 
on the other hand, where these tokens of the Spirit are absent, it is not 
the praise of men or the zeal of party which can be taken as evidence 
of success. It is written in Holy Scripture that "the fruit of righteous- 
ness is sown in peace of them that make peace ;'' wherefore, this fruit, 
more to be desired than the golden fruit of Hesperides, is identified 
with the soil and the culture of peace, by a fundamental law of the 
kingdom of God on the earth. 

You will understand, then, why I account at so high an estimate the 
tokens of God's blessing on the Diocese, in the increase of unity; and 
why my heart welcomes, with unaffected cordiality, the abounding of 
that wisdom which is ** first pure, then peaceable, gentle and easy to 
be entreated, full of mercy and good fruits, without partiality and 
without hypocrisy.'' (St. James iii: 17.) 

As a matter of personal feeling, as well as of official duty, I record, 
with unaflfected sorrow, the loss which we, in common with the Church 
at large, have sustained, in the departure out of this world of Dr. James 
Hervey Otey, the first Bishop of Tennessee. He died at Memphis, on 
the 22d of April last, in the 64th year of his age, and after having 
fulfilled, with singular zeal and success, a laboiious Episcopate of thirty 
years, in missionary and diocesan jurisdiction. Often my guest in past 
days, and always my unswerving friend, and the friend of every member 
of my household, I knew him thoroughly, and never knew one more 
worthy of love for the qualities which become a man, a Christian gen- 
tleman, and a godly Bishop. As commanding in understanding as in 
figure, and with the heart of a child in unison with the judgment and 
moral courage of a full-grown Christian man, he was one of nature's 
noblemen, as well as one of the most honored rulers in the Church of 
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God. His long life is written all over, within and without, in the stern 
characters of hard, self-sacrificing, enduring work for Christ and His 
Church. And the more thoroughly his worth and work are scrutinized, 
the more transcendently beautiful will his purity, honesty and unselfish- 
ness appear. Among the last words of which we have information, the 
following are worthy of perpetual memory : '' God'^ will be done in me 
and by me ! My comfort and stay in that hour was, the blood of Jesus 
Christ, His Son, cleanseth from all sin. And 0, what a world of 
consolation in that one declaration in the Post Communion Prayer — 
" We are heirs through hope of Thy everlasting kingdom, by the merits 
of the death and passion of Thy dear Son." What a rock foundation 
for the soul to rest on !" 

In matters of earthly concern, good men may differ with him ; but 
there is no lover of Jesus, no admirer of Christian honor and heroism, 
who will not feel that this earth is all the poorer for the loss of the 
good Bishop of Tennessee, 

I am happy to state that during the past year the ranks of our Clergy 
have received valuable additions, and that we have not to mourn the 
loss by death of any of the number. 

There have been changes by the usual letters dimissory, and among 
these I notice with regret the loss of the Rev. William Crosswell Doane, 
B. D., who, in various relations, as Rector of St. Mary's Church, has 
been most helpful to me, and who has acted with urbanity and success 
as the accomplished Secretary of our Convention since (and, I believe, 
before) my consecration. 

Among the Laity there have been serious losses to the Church by 
death I must leave to the Parochial Clergy the notice of those whose 
virtues and works are more especially identified with particular Parishes. 
I may be permitted, however, to mention, as a loss to the whole Diocese 
and the Church, the name of the Hon. J. W. Miller. A favorite son 
of New Jersey, a distinguished member of the Church, a steady friend 
of our Diocesan institutions, and a Trustee of Burlington College; his 
departure out of this world gives occasion to all to mourn for one of 
the gentlest and most generous of men, and, in places of high trust, 
ready to serve with his talents and influence his Church and Country. 

I desire also to add that in the death of Mr. Jamos Melliss, of 
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Trinity Church, Hoboken, our Diocese has been deprived of one of 
the most enthusiastic and successful friends of Sunday Schools. 

Among the first gifts to aid the feeble Sunday Schools of this 
Diocese, which greeted me on my taking charge, was the generous free 
will offering of this loving and devoted friend of children, who now 
sleeps in Jesus. His example and his success in this department of 
the Church's work, may well encourage to increased zeal, those who as 
catechists and Sunday school teachers, are devoting themselves to this 
labour of love. The education of the young in the faith and principles 
of the Church is a bounden duty under the command of Christ and 
the canonical order of our Church. It is an absolute necessity, if we 
desire to perpetuate and extend the influence of our divine and apos- 
tolic institutions. I will add that the hope of the country, as well as of 
the Church, is mainly, under God, in the young; and, therefore, worthy 
of all commendation are those godly sons and daughters of the Church, 
who in Sunday and Parochial schools are consecrating their time and 
efforts, not without many discouragements, to the effective work of the 
catechetical training of the lambs of Christ's flock. In my visitations 
of the Parishes of the Diocese, I account it a real loss when I cannot 
meet with the children of the Church. I am happy to state, however, 
that this most interesting department of my labours, is (unless insu- 
perable difficulties prevent,) always duly provided for by the loving 
forethought of the zealous clergy of the Diocese. 

Before proceeding to note in detail my annual visitations and con- 
firmations, I present the following summary of the work of the Diocese 
during the past year :

CommendiDg a Collection for tlie Jews, on Good Friday; and the 
Canonical Collection for Aged and Infirm Clergymen on Whit- 
sunday or Trinity Sunday. 

To the Clergy and Laity of the Dwce&e of New Jersey : 

Brethren beloved in the Lord; 

The shadows of the Lenten Fast hegin to deepen into the darker 
shadow of the cross. The prayers, and tears, and charity of Our 
Incarnate God for the sons of men, are tending rapidly to the unknown 
agony of Gethsemane, and to the mysterious, life giving passion of 
Calvary. As the Master enters into the thick darkness of the Holy 
Week, let us join him in spirit; and hy the power of Grace, in the 
fruitful exercises of faith and discipline, let us watch with him in the 
one hour of his temptation, that he may, for his own merits, grant us 
to ahide with him in his eternal glory. And as the Voice of the im- 
maculate Victim was lifted up from the Altar of his oross in prayer 
for his Crucifiers, so Beloved Pastors and People of Christ's flock, 
give heed, I beseech you, to the undying echoes of that prayer, as they 
come rolling down through the ages all along, teaching us charity for 
the Ancient People of God. Therefore, in the Master's name, and for 
his dear sake, I ask you, as your Bishop, to remember Israel after the 
flesh, in your liberal alms, as well as in your prayers, on the approach- 
ing fast of Good Friday. 

I also commend, most earnestly, to your generous sympathy our 
Diocesan Fund for the Relief of Clergymen disabled by age or disease. 
The annual collection for this interesting charity is assigned, by Canon 
XII. to Whitsunday, or Trinity Sunday. The imperative necessity of 
providing for the aged and infirm Pastors of the flock ; and the in- 
creasing demands on the Fund, arising from the changes and chances 
of this mortal life; enforce the appeal which I now make to the 
Diocese, for an increase of contributions to this gracious work of bene- 
volence. The Good Shepherd of the Sheep will account as done to

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HIMSELF, whatsoever you shall do to his Ministers. Be liberal then. 
Brothers of the Laity, in your contributions to this fund for the relief 
of our disabled Pastors, " and ye shall be blessed, for they cannot 
recompense you, for ye shall be recompensed at the resurrection of the 
just."

Let us therefore keep the 
Fast in all sincerity and truth ; let us besiege the throne of God with 
importunate prayer, that He will, for His Son's sake, pardon our 
national sins, and restore our now divided and suffering country to its 
former happy condition of " unity and peace."

Give peace in our time, Lord; and 
grant to all of us, grace, that we may henceforth obediently walk in 
Thy holy commandments; and leading a quiet and peaceable life in 
all godliness and honesty, may continually offer unto Thee our sacrifice 
of praise and thanksgiving for these Thy mercies towards us, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 



I desire to record an expression of my thanks to the Parochial Clergy 
who, in addition to the labors of their own cures, have so efficiently 
aided me during the past year in the Missionary work of the Diocese. 
Although I have been unable, by want of funds, to recommend to the 
Missionary Board any increase of the number of our paid Missionaries, 
or even to raise to the former standard the utterly inadequate salaries 
of these devoted Clergymen, nevertheless the spiritual work of Mis- 
sions has been prosecuted with great energy by the loving voluntary 
labors of the Parochial Clergy. 

Whilst the official Missionary list will show only nine stations (because 
it is the unalterable determination of myself and co-adjutors not to go 
into debt for even this holy work), the actual list of Missionary work 
done will disclose fifty-two stations, under direct or indirect supervision. 
I bless God for the help which is thus given to the work of Diocessan 
Missions, even in the absence of the pecuniary aid, which I yet trust 
may be given to the canonically authorized authorities for carrying on 
the good work of spreading the Gospel in the destitute places of this 
jurisdiction. I append, as part of this Address, a list of the Missions 
which the Parochial Clergy have helped to sustain, as well as those 
supported by the Board of Missions :

In view, therefore, of the injustice of imposing more work on the 
already overtasked Parochial Clergy 3 and in view, also, of the new 
fields of spiritual labor that, with increased means, might be provided 
for ; I again, as in every former Address, make my honest and out- 
spoken appeal to the beloved Clergy and Laity of the Diocese. For 
Christ's sake, for the precious souls that He died to redeem, I beseech

you, as your Bishop, and so far as T have influence, official and personal^ 
I enjoin upon your consciences the duty of free, hearty, systematic 
contributions to Diocesan Missions. In my most earnest words exhort- 
ing you to the duty of sustaining your Chief Pastor in providing for 
the destitute portions of his Diocese. I am not conscious of the 
slightest desire to exercise undue control over your judgments, or to 
infringe in any way on the constitutional rights of the Laity and 
Clergy. I only discharge my conscience, which is oppressed by the 
constant recollection of old Missionary Stations unsupplied, of new 
points unpossessed, and of the wandering sheep of Christ, unfed 
through want of pecuniary means. 

I take occasion^ in this connection, to say that I have no preference 
for any mere formal method of conducting Diocesan Missions. What- 
ever may be the technical form, I must regard all the Clergy canoni- 
cally connected with, and at work in the Diocese, as constituting, 
along with their Laity, an official body for consultation and advice in 
prosecuting a work in which, as Christian men and pastors, we are all 
interested. 

My own views as to Missionary machinery are very simple ; they 
may be stated in outline as follows : 

The Bishop and other Clergy are the officers, ex offi^cioj and the 
baptized people members, ex officio, of the Diocesan organization. Each 
pastor in his parish is free to adopt his own plans for rousing the Mis- 
sionary spirit and collecting Missionary funds, and the Bishop, as the 
spiritual head of all, is, by the necessities and duties of his office, to 
co-operate with and bless all. Thus we have in the Diocese one head, 
one body, one spirit, one purse, one work for Christ and His Church. 

Where there is love and mutual trust, this machinery will work the 
better for its simplicity. Where there is no love and no trust, the 
most complicated machinery will only serve as an elaborate and costly 
tomb.stone, to mark the resting place of a dead Church. 

From the experience of the past year, and from the increasing 
unity and charity pervading the Diocese, I am free to say that I can- 
not perceive any reasonable obstacle to a hearty and united effort in 
behalf of the spread of the Gospel in the Missionary departments of 
the Diocese. This truly Catholic work will bless those who give and 
those who receive, and need not, in any case, interfere with personal 
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or parochial efforts, which are additional to those in which there is a 
general Diocesan interest. 

I commend this subject most affectionately to the consideration of 
the Laity as well as Clergy of the Diocese, and invoke such indepen- 
dence of thought on it as may provide for the adoption of some plan 
by which the generous and fraternal co operation of all may be secured 
in the chief work for which we exist as an organized Diocese, with 
laws of our own choice to guide and govern us in our corporate 
character. 

The venerable Corporation for the relief of widows and children of 
deceased clergymen, continues its unobtrusive but most important work 
of charity ; and I earnestly invoke the attention of Parishes and of 
individuals of the Laity to this channel for manifesting a generous and 
most practical liberality towards the Clergy, by providing for the 
future support of their families. 

I also state that the Fund for the relief of Aged and Infirm clergy- 
men has been largely drawn on during the past year, and from the 
peculiar benefits which it confers on a class of the brethren who claim 
our most loving sympathy, I trust that contributions to it will con- 
tinue, and abound. 

It is with great satisfaction that I report the flourishing condition 
of St. Mary's Hall and Burlington College, two institutions for Chris- 
tian education which must ever claim, and are worthy to claim the 
especial interest of the members of the Church in this Diocese. The 
College numbers its full complement of pupils in its Preparatory De- 
partment, and is, I am happy to say, nearly if not quite self-supporting. 
In Academical, as in Missionary and Ecclesiastical matters, let it be 
our determination to avoid debt, and to do what we propose to do, and 
we shall secure confidence and ample support. It is a source of just 
pride to all concerned to know that during the last year the indebted- 
ness of several Parishes, arising from either unpaid building claims or 
Diocesan assessments, have been discharged. I quote with pleasure 
from the Address of the Rector of St. John's Church, Elizabeth, to 
shew that even where large sums have been raised, there is still a 
determination to go on unto perfection, and discharge all liabilities : 

«The effort of our congregation in raising and paying so obeerfuUy the sum 
of ten thousand dollars for the payment of church indebtedness, calls for 
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devout gratitude. Generous offers have been made relative to cancelling the 
remaining debt, but the time does not seem to have come to meet that. When 
we have sold our land we hope to * owe no man anything, but to love one 
another.' ** 

Since writing the preceding portion of this Address, I have been 
informed, by the Secretary of the Diocesan Missions, of the gratifying 
fact that his report, which will be read at the canonically appointed 
Missionary meeting, will show that during the last year more money 
has been received for Diocesan Missions than in any preceding year 
(except the Jubilee collection year) since 1839 ; that not only have 
all the Missionaries been paid their salaries, but that every dollar of 
indebtedness to the older Missionaries, which had accumulated before 
the Board took charge, has been paid. 

There is, therefore, no debt resting upon our Diocesan Missionary 
work, and I think that I can promise you that there will not be any 
hereafter. 

But in order to secure this desirable result, and also to increase the 
efficiency of this department of duty, the members of the Diocese 
must rouse themselves to the good work of liberally sustaining the 
Board. 

A Christian man. Parish or Diocese in debt, and content to rest in 
debt, violates a fundamental law of Christian ethics, and exposes our 
holy religion to the criticism and condemnation of all honest men. 

The Committee of the Convention, on the Riverside property, (which 
is appropriated by a deed of trust to the residence of the Bishop) have 
raised and forwarded, since their appointment, the sum of $422, towards 
meeting the repairs, water tax and other expenditures, which^ since 
the present Bishop's occupation, have amounted to $533 24. 

I thank you beloved brethren of the Clergy and Laity, and the con- 
gregations you represent, for the generous hospitalities which have 
attended and cheered my visitations in your several districts during 
the past year, and for the facilities for passing from point to point 
which you have furnished me. And now that I know you and your 
children, I pray God that " whenever I come to you, it may be with a 
portion of the blessing which the Apostle craved, even ' the fulness 
of the blessing of the Gospel of Peace.' " 
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I detain you no longer from the duties before you, and invoke for 
you the illumination and guidance of God's Holy Spirit, that this, our 
Annual Council, in all its doings may advance the glory of the Triune 
God, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

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PAROCHIAL, MISSIONARY AND CLERICAL REPORTS. 

The following portions of the Parochial, Missionary and Clerical Reports, 
made to the Bishop of the Diocese, are published by his direction, in accord- 
ance with the following Canons, to which attention is respectfully requested : 

CANON 15, TITLE L 
[Of the Digest of the Canons of the General Conyention.] 

0/ the Mode of Securing an accurcUe View of the state of the Church. 

Sect. 1. As a full and accurate view of the state of the Church, f^om time 
to time, is highly useful and necessary, it is hereby ordered that every Minister 
of this Church, or if the parish be vacant the Wardens, shall present, or cause 
to be deliTered, on or before the first day of every Annual Conyention, to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, or where there is no Bishop to the President of the 
Conyention, a statement of the number of baptisms, confirmations, marriages 
and funerals, and of the number of communicants in his parish or Church ; 
also the state and condition of the Sunday Schools in his parish ; also of 
the amount of the Communion alms, the contributions for missions, diocesan, 
domestic and foreign, for parochial schools, for Church purposes in general, 
and of all other matters that may throw light on the state of the same. And 
eyery clergyman, not regularly settled in any parish or Church, shall also 
report the occasional seryices he may haye performed ; and, if he haye performed 
no such seryices, the causes or reasons which haye prevented the same. And 
these reports, or such parts of them as the Bishop shall think fit, may be read 
in Conyention, and shall be entered on the journals thereof. 

Sect. 6. All incorporated schools, all parochial schools, all academies and 
colleges, and all hospitals, asylums for orphans or other children, of either 
sex, maintained at the expense, or conducted under the management of mem- 
bers of this Church, are expected to report annually to the Bishop of the 
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Diocese, at the Annual Conyention ; such reports to be disposed of as the 
Parochial Reports ; and at every General Convention the tabular view of the 
State of the Church in each Diocese, and the report of the Committee on the 
State of the Church, shall include the results of such reports. 



CANON V. 

[Of the Diocese.] 

Of Parochial Registers and Reports, 

Sect. 1. In every congregation the Church- Wardens shall provide a proper 
book, in which the Minister, or if the Parish be vacant, one of the Wardens, 
shall record the name, and date of the birth of the child baptized, with the 
names of the parents and sponsors, the name of the adult baptized, the names 
of all persons married and buried, and the date of such marriage and burial, 
together with a list of all the communicants of the Parish, and also a list of 
the persons confirmed, with the date of every event recorded ; all of which 
shall be under the signature of the person recording. From this register there 
shall annually be presented to the Bishop, on, or before, the first day of the 
Convention, by the Minister, or if there be no Minister, by one of the War- 
dens, an accurate statement of the number of baptisms, marriages, funerals, 
and persons confirmed and admitted to the Holy Communion, since the last 
like report. He shall also report the condition of the Sunday Schools in his 
Parish; and the amount contributed for the Poor, for Missions, Diocesan, 
Domestic, and Foreign; for Parochial Schools; for the support and current 
expenses of the Parish, and for Church purposes in general ; together with 
such other particulars as may throw light on the condition of the Parish. And 
this statement, or such parts thereof as shall be approved by the Bishop, shall 
be entered and published on its Journals. 

Seot. 2. In order to secure a full and accurate view of the state of the 
Church, in case a proper report be not made according to the Canons of the 
General Convention on this subject, by the Minister or other proper authority 
of any Parish, it shall be the duty of the Convention to cause inquiry to be 
to be made into the condition of such Parish.

teachers, L. Forgus and E. Hulme ; scholars, males, 85, females, 40, total, 76; 
catechists and Sunday School teachers, male, 2, female, 14, total, 16; cate- 
chumens, 170 ; number of children taught the catechism openly in the Church, 
200 ; number of times, twice every month ; celebration of Divine service, three 
times each Sunday, twice all other days. 

Offerings, exclusive of pew rents. Episcopal Fund, $86 00 ; Missions, Dio- 
cesan, $19 04; Domestic, $28 00; Foreign, $19 86; Fund for Aged and In- 
firm Clergymen, $14 20 ; Bible and Common Prayer Book Society, $22 29 ; 
General P. E. S. S. Union and Church Book Society, $210 84; Parochial 
Schools, $78 76; the Poor, $217 49; Parish purposes, $407 59; Church pur- 
poses, not included in the above, $808 75 ; total, $1,346 82. 

The Rector's resignation of the Parish took effect on the first day of May. The 
classes confirmed would have been much larger but for this. The report of St. 
Barnabas' Mission is added to this. The Mission has assumed rather the 
character of the Chapel of the Parish Church. The special services are not 
so often celebrated there, and the record of work there is smaller. But it 
prospers still, and is of great service to the Parish, as an outpost, the Church's 
point of contact with those who are outside. Six persons have been baptized. 
There has been no confirmation held in the Mission, owing to the Rector's 
removing from the Diocese. The burials in addition to those reported have 
been five. The offerings haYe been, for the Schools, (reported under the 
Parish,) $200 00, and for the expenses of the Mission $ — . The Daily Morning 
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Prayer* is said here as well as in the Parish Church, and there are two ser- 
vices every Lord's day. The Holy Communion is celebrated twice every month, 
on the Festivals of our Lord and on St. Barnabas' Day. The Rector is greatly 
helped with the work by the quiet and constant labors, among the sick and 
poor, of faithful women. 

Bight Reverend Father : 

During the past year I have continued in the discharge of my duties as 
Principal of St, Mary's Hall ; generally assisting in the Sunday services at St.

Though there 
is still very great neglect among people, who rely upon the occasional 
offices of the Church in their time of need, both in attending Divine service 
themselves and in bringing their children to holy baptism ; yet there is a 
growing sense of Christian duty observable. The last confirmation was almost 
double that of any previous year.

The work of this Central Mission, and the two others at Yineland and Mill- 
ville, is sustained by the daily labor of the Missionary in the school which he 
has established. Assistance is greatly needed by him, as the task of teaching 
during the week, constantly, and holding on every Sunday, three services in 
the stations, situated severally, at ten and twelve miles distant, is almost two 
much for his strength. If instead of fifty dollars per annum from the Board 
of Missions, two hundred were at his disposal, the Missionary would feel war- 
ranted in obtaining clerical assistance, and the effect on missions already 
started would be most salutary, not to name the probability of commencing 
others in the county. 

The Missionary will take this opportunity to commend St. Andrew's Hall to 
the patronage of the Diocese, for the sake of the important missions which 
depend upon its success, under God, in this long neglected field.

With more than ordinary feelings of regret has he found himself most unex- 
pectedly called upon by a sense of duty to the Church to leave the faithful, 
united and beloved congregation, which, by the Divine blessing, has grown up 
under his labors, to take charge of St. Mary's Parish, Burlington It is, however, 
no slight satisfaction to him to know that this Parish is to-day, stronger in every 
respect than at any former period of its history, and that he leaves behind him 
many faithful hearts, by whose exertions, under God, it may yef be worked up 
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to a still greater degree of efficiency in all those points, for which it has so pa- 
tiently toiled — Free Seats, Daily Prayers, Weekly Eucharists, Parochial Schools, 
and the systematic care of the Poor. May the Great Shepherd of the sheep 
have this flock ever in His holy keeping, and build it up, day by day, in His 
most holy faith.

Besides my regular duties, I hold a 
monthly service at a school house a mile and a half from the Church, where a 
Sunday School has been established, and fully maintained by A. M. Tred- 
well, Esq., Warden of this Parish.

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Since the 16tli Sunday after Trinity, I have had the assistance of Mr. John 
H. Cannon, who comes from Philadelphia every Satunday, and returns on 
Monday, visits among the people, holds morning service, and also in the 
evening, when the Rector is not present, and superintends the instruction in 
the Sunday School. Under his efficient and self-sacrificiog labours, together 
with those of the few noble Church women in this Mission, the Sunday 
School has doubled its number of pupils, and a new and lively interest has been 
manifested among the people. The discouragements have not been few in this 
field of labour, yet we have now reason to hope, that the seed sown in faith 
and prayer, will produce fruit to the greater glory of God. The removal of 
several families with their children from the village, has caused a reduction in 
the number of Sunday School scholars, and, has likewise affected the attend- 
ance upon our services. All that we now need is pecuniary help to meet the 
weekly expenses of the Mission. In the hope of receiving assistance from 
those whose means enable them to contribute to the extension of Christ's Holy 
Church, I have sent forth a letter and appeal, accompanied by the recom- 
mendation of the Bishop. The work is one of much interest and importance, 
and claims the liveliest sympathies and generous aid of the members of the 
Church. It is thoroughly missionary in all its aspects, and depends entirely 
upon such voluntary contributions as the Rector occasionally secures from 
private sources, and the small amount of weekly offerings contributed by the 
people.

At the request of several of the congregation, (there being no 
vestry elected,) I on that day read the service and a short selected sermon, and 
by the Bishop's authority, have continued to do so once on each Sunday, without 
interruption to the present time. I am pleased to add that the attendance on 
such services has been very satisfactory 

On Easter Monday an election was held for wardens and vestrymen to serve 
for the ensuing year, delegates were also elected, which represented the Parish 
in the last Diocesan Convention. 

Measures are now in progress that it is hoped will result in the call of a 
resident clergyman. 

The Holy Communion has been celebrated at three different times, twice by 
Rev. T. J. Taylor, late of Freehold, and once by Rev. H. C. Stowell, from New 
York. 

The Rev. Mr. Nields has visited the parish a number of times, both for 
holding service and making calls on the members of the parish, all of whom 
appreciate his kind services.

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Among the latter the Hon. Jacob W. Miller, who was junior warden of the 
Parish, and a vestryman from its organization, is a name well known to the 
Diocese and the Church at large. Always taking a deep interest in the welfare 
of the religious community to which he had been led by his conscientious con- 
victions, he long occupied a place both in the Diocesan and General Conven- 
tions. In the estimation of his fellow citizens he was also deemed worthy of a 
seat in the Senate of the United States, at a period when some of our most 
eminent statesmen adorned that body. His death is thus a loss to the Church 
and to the State. 

Nor were Mr. Jacob M. King and Mr. William Whitney, both members of the 
yestry and ardent lovers of the Church, less useful to the Parish than their 
friend and fellow laborer just referred to. The first by the exemplary patience 
and uncomplaining fortitude which he exhibited through a most painful illness 
of many years duration, has shown the power of that strength which is made 
perfect in weakness ; the other, though cut off in the prime of life, when means 
for the most extensive usefulness had been put into his power, departed, after 
having expressed his entire submission to the will of Qod. and left to his family 
and Church the legacy of a good example. 

By the decease of these Christian men this Parish and its Rector have lost 
trusty counsellors, liberal supporters, warm and loving friends.

The foregoing statistics present the best evidence of the prosperity of the 
Parish. We are ** at peace among ouraelvesy^* and have cause for devout thank- 
fulness to Him, " Who is the Author of peace, and the lover of concord," for 
the united and harmonious spirit and action prevailing in congregation. Of 
the number of communicants reported as having removed from the Parish, one^ 
half changed their residence more than a year since, but desired that their 
names might remain upon the list of the communicants of the Parish. Their 
continued absence in settled homes, and their connection with other parishes 
subsequently, is sufficient reason for reporting their removal. In several 
instances transfers have been made. 

Notwithstanding the adverse condition of monetary affairs in the country, 
the offerings of the Parish, (in which there are but few persons of large means,) 
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haye been most liberal, and afford a gratifying proof of a realization and 
appreciation of the ineutimable privileges and blessings of the Church of 
Christ. 

On the 12th of January last, ''The Parish Guild of St. Andrew's Church" was 
organized, having as its object, lay-missionary work among the poor ; works 
of charity and bcLevolence, and the instruction of adults, among the laboring 
class. By means of this parochial institution, twelve persons, and tweUve fami- 
lies, besides thirty-seven children, have been provided with food, clothing, and 
fuel ; 150 garments and ten pairs of shoes have been distributed. By this 
effort, the hearts of the poor have been made glad. As another feature of this 
parochial institution, I commenced a month since a night school for adults, in 
which I am aided by several zealous Christian women of the Parish. 

The Bible and Prayer Book Society of the Parish, (now in the thirty-sixth 
year of its active existence,) has distributed during the past year, 23 copies 
of the Holy Bible, 14 Testaments, and 60 Prayer Books, besides supplying to 
the companies of soldiers that have left this place, 50 Prayer Books, 75 Tes- 
tiiments, three Bibles, and 125 copies of "The Soldier's Prayer Book." 

Besides the missionary work at St. Peter's Chapel, Medford, (of which I 
make a separate report) I have officiated and preached twenty-nine times in 
other Parishes and Dioceses during the past year.

Since my last report to you, I followed my Regiment wherever it went, and 
ministered to their wants spiritual and otherwise, whenever opportunity 
offered itself. I preached every Sunday once to my Regiment, and lately once 
at General Head-quarters. In both cases the services were well attended. I mar* 
ried one couple in camp March 12th, and attended Regimental and Corps Hos- 
pitals daily, and buried many soldiers. As far as I have been able to judge, my ser- 
vices have been acceptable. I have been honored with two insignias of honor, of 
which one was presented to me by the hands of Major General Joseph Hooker. 
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I was very fortunate in baying been enabled to administer both Sacraments 
of the Church at home, in St. Matthew's Church, several times, and perform 
marriage services, the statistics of which you have undoubtedly received, 
Every thing, services, the Sunday and day Schools are going on well, undei? 
the leadership of Charles Borcherling, Esq , of whose untiring efforts and ac- 
ceptable services, I cannot say enough in praise. I must mention here also 
with grateful heart the continued services of a devoted band of friends from 
Trinity Church, in teaching in the Sunday School. The Lord bless them all. 

I am sorry that the missionary stipend of $50 has been withdrawn for the 
last two years from this Mission, which never should have been done.

At the 
Chapel of the Holj Trinity, Roundabout, the services have been much more 
largely attended than last year, and there seems to be a growing interest in 
the Church. Baptisms, adults, 1, infants, 3. Offerings, $57 15 ; catechumens, 
80 ; all included in the statistics of the Parish. At Upper Amboy the Sunday 
School under the superintendence of Mr. and Mrs. R. S. Conover, continues to 
flourish. The Rector still holds a weekly service there, which is well attended. 
The difficulty of harmonizing the discordant elements in a new and growing 
place like South Amboy, consisting of persons brought up in every shade of 
religious belief, and of leading them in the old and systematic paths of the 
Church, can only be appreciated by those who have made the trial. Of our 
101 communicants, not thirty were nurtured in the Church. They have come 
from the Presbyterians, Methodists, Baptists, Mormons and Roman Catholics. 
But the congregations are learning to depend upon themselves, as is shown by 
the gift of a handsome altar cloth, from one but recently brought into the fold, 
by the collections being more general, and by their contributing much more 
largely than formerly to the support of the Rector. For these fruits of faith, 
and this evidence of their aifection, their Pastor, while thanking God, is also 
grateful to the people of his charge.

Parish, 23, died, 1, present number, 101; the Holy Communion, celebrated 
the first Sunday in the month, and on the greater Festivals, and every Sunday 
during Advent and Lent ; Catechists and Sunday School teachers, male, 4, 
female, 11, total, 15; number of children taught the catechism openly in the 
Church, about 100 ; number of times, every Lord's day ; total number of young 
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persons instructed about 100 ; Sunday School Library, 260 volumes ; Bible 
class, one, the Rector's; celebration of Divine service, twice every Sunday, 
and occasionally, three times, 110; Holy Days, service and lecture in the 
morning, 24; other days, daily in Lent, twice every day in Holy week, with 
sermon, and Friday evening, beside occasional services, 160 ; total, services, 
284; sermons, 184. 

Offerings: Bishop's Salary, &c., $68 66; Missions, Diocesan, $22 00; 
Domestic, $6 74; Jews, $5 12; General Theological Seminary, $11 03; 
Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, $8 71 ; American Bible Society for 
New Jersey volunteers, $4 70; Sunday Schools, about $76 00; the Poor, 
$100 00 ; Parish purposes, $1,267 31, Church purposes, not included in the 
above, $1,082 00; total, $2,660 27. 

I am glad to be able to report that Trinity Parish appears to be in a more 
flourishing condition, spiritually and financially, than ever before. Until the 
incumbency of the present Rector, a floating debt was forming and increasing, 
but since then by the labors of the congregation, not only has no new debt 
been made, but more than one thousand two hundred dollars of the old debt 
has been paid off ; leaving now on the Parish only $6,500, including a mort- 
gage on the ground, of $3,600. There is good prospect of meeting several 
hundred dollars of the floating debt soon. In matters spiritual the Parish 
shows the same decided improvement. 

During the months of July and August, by the permission of the vestry, 
who requested the Rev. Dr. Knight to supply my place, I was enabled to 
visit the different British Provinces of North America, where, bearing letters 
from my Bishop, I was received in the kindest manner by the Bishops and 
clergy of the English Church, officiating and preaching in different places 
about thirty times. I have also to acknowledge with thanks, from the ladies 
of my Parish, a very handsome silk gown, as a Whitsun-tide present to their 
Bector. 

In addition to the services recorded as being performed in the Parish, I have 
officiated and preached in other Dioceses and places, about seventy times ; as- 
sisted at three funerals, said the funeral service once, assisted at one marriage, 
and baptized one child. 

I have commenced in Trinity Parish a series of services on week day 
evenings, in different parts of the city, in houses of the poorer members of the 
congregation, where we gather each evening from twenty to forty individuals, 
the most of whom, from excuses only too prevalent, will not come to the 
Church. Here after evening prayer or a selection from it, the Rector lectures 
to them on the second lesson for the evening, and is apparently increasing in 
the small congregations a love for the Master and His Church. It is hard 
work, but God is blessing it; many souls can be reached and influenced in this 
way, that cannot be attracted to religion in any other. 
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ST. THOMAS* CHURCH, VERNON. 

The seryices have been interrupted since the resignation of the Rev. Mr. 
Gray. 

VINELAND MISSION. 

THE BEV. F. L. KNIGHT, D. D. 

Was opened in February, 1863. So far as known at present there are 
families, 4 ; individuals, 20 ; an average congregation of 35 ; communicants, 4 ; 
Sunday School, 11 scholars; one teacher; a Sunday School library greatly 
needed ; volumes now in hand, donated through Rev. H. P. Hay, 20 ; Divine 
service appointed for alternate Sundays, is sustained at the charge of the Mis- 
sionary, relying on the offerings. 

Offertory, $5 77; expenses, $7 12. 

The services of the Church were the first regular religious services held in 
the new town of Vineland. If properly fostered this Mission promises most 
encouraging results.

present number, 25 ; Holy Communion, celebrated on the first Sunday in each 
month, and on the greater Festivals ; Catechists and Sunday School teachers, 
male, 2, female, 6, total, 8; catechumens, male, 20, female, 17, total, 37; all 
the children taught the Catechism *< openly in the Church," in the place 
of a sermon, on the first Sunday afternoon of each month ; Sunday School 
Library, 150 volumes; Bible class, 1; Divine service, celebrated in the 
Church, on all Sundays, morning and afternoon, and on the mornings of 
Christmas day, the Circumcision, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, Ascension, 
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Thanksgiving day, and on the general Fast day ; evening prayers are said on 
all Friday afternoons in the year, twice in each week during Lent, and every 
day in Holy Week, with the reading of a practical discourse. 

Offerings : Domestic Missions, $9 40 ; for the Jews, $2 60 : for the Sunday 
School, $8 93; for the Poor, $3 00; for Parish purposes, $657 86; total, 
$681 69. 

I am happy to report that this ancient and feeble Parish, founded by the 
Missionaries of the venerable Propagation Society, in England, before the 
revolutionary war, and sustained by Missionary services from that time up to 
the past year, and having past through many great and depressing changes, is 
at last in God*8 good providence arising from the dust ; and with signs of new 
life, it now promises at no very distant day, to take its stand among the self- 
sustaining and flourishing Parishes of the Diocese. 

My connection with the Parish commenced the first of last June. A 
Bible class has been formed; a Sunday School Library, and a fine set of 
lamps procured for the Church. Several new families have connected them- 
selves with the congregation, and, probably, several more will do so this 
present year. The first year's effort of the Parish to sustain its own min- 
istrations with but very little foreign aid, has succeeded* remarkably well; 
and has during these difficult times paid all its expenses in full. And it is 
encouraging to remark, that it will begin at once to pay back its debt of grati- 
tude for Missionary aid, which it has received for more than a century and a 
half, by opening two or three Mission stations, in different directions, on the 
outskirts of the Parish district. My institution into the Rectorship of the 
Parish took place on the 17th of April, and on Whitsun-Monday, the anniversary 
service of the Consecration of the present Church edifice, was held ; and on 
both occasions several of the neighboring clergy were present, and took part 
in the services; thus promoting good will, brotherly love, and unity.

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CLERICAL REPORTS. 

Thi Rbt. Norman W. Camp. 

Respeotftilly reports that since August, 1861, he has been Chaplain of 
the fourth regiment New Jersey Volunteers. During that time, with the 
exception of about one month last past, haying been in Washington, sick with 
an intermittent fever; he has celebrated Diyine worship twice on each Sunday, 
when the regiment was in garrison, and once on each Sunday when the regi- 
ment was in the field and when the weather permitted. As far as present re- 
sults are concerned, it is the opinion of the undersigned that his most effeotiye 
spiritual labor has been expended in the hospitals, both in garrison and on 
the field, among sick, conyalescing, wounded and dying soldiers. In garrisons, 
the undersigned reports that he has baptized three (8) children of ciyilians, 
and buried eighteen (18) soldiers. In the field he has buried seven (7) 
soldiers, and several of those mentioned as buried, did not belong to his regi- 
ment At all times, the undersigned has been well supplied with testaments, 
both English and German, and has distributed in his own regiment, about 
four hundred. He has also been liberally supplied with religious papers, 
tracts and small books, which have been distributed to the soldiers as occa- 
sion required. 

Thb Bky. Asa S Colton reports; 

I have performed occasional seryices to the number of twenty-six, during 
the past year. 

Thb Rev. Horace Hills, Jr. reports; 

On Sunday, May 4th, at the request of the Bishop of Minnesota, I com- 
menced missionary work in Ascension Parish, Stillwater. I am to hold one 
service on Sundays, and meet the Sunday School in the afternoon. On the 
first Sunday in the month I am to omit morning prayer, and celebrate the Holy 
Communion. 

Tou will perceive from this, that my voice has been in some degree restored 
by living in this most invigorating climate. It may be that Qod in His great 
mercy will in time, grant me perfect health. If my voice continues to 
improve, I shall hold some week-day services at one or two points firom this 
place. 

The population of Stillwater is more than two thousand. But, alas, uni- 
versalism and infidelity prevail to a fearful extent. Very few men attend any 
place of worship. If it were not for a few devout church women in my con- 
gregation, the last spark of church life would soon die out. My hope for the 
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future is in the children, and my efforts will be espeoiallj directed to win them 
into the paths of truth and peace. I hope the laity of the church, oyer all the 
land, will give liberally, as God hath prospered them, to the Sunday School 
Union and Church Book Society, that the managers of that noble institution 
may be enabled to supply the destitute parishes in the far west with its publi- 
cations. Sunday School books and children's papers are an arm of strength 
to the lonely missionary ; and the work which they accomplish in the minds 
and hearts of children is silent and mighty. 



Thb Ret. J. D. Moobb reports; 

For the last conventional year, I have held services at the vacant 
Parishes of Middletown Point, and Montclair, and at Cedar Grove Mission. At 
Middletown Point I have to report, 1 adult baptism; 2 confirmed, and 1 
buried. Since the first Sunday in Advent, Mr. Torrey, an estimable member 
of the Vestry, has acceptably conducted the services of the Church and Sun- 
day School. 



Thb Rby. William Passmobe reports; 

I write again, my annual report of my whereabouts and doings, not be- 
cause they are changed at all, or become in any way note-worthy, but for your 
information according to canon. My voice is still the cause of my continued 
life of clerical inaction at Hammonton. I cannot even yet read our family 
prayers ; my wife has to do that, as well as read the service of the Church for 
our own family on Sundays. Indeed, I have long since given up all hope of 
ever reading aloud again. Extemporaneous speaking of my own words, I find 
much easier. And but for the inexorable demand for the services of the 
Prayer-book before the sermons or addresses in our Church, I might hope. to 
be able to do something yet. However, as it is, I have done nothing within 
the past year, except to baptize two infants. And having no Parish here, and 
no parochial register, they will remain unrecorded, unless by my report to 
you. The chances of the Church being planted about here, are exceedingly 
slim under the present aspect of affairs. Elwood, licensed by you as a lay 
reader here, has long since gone to the war. 

I am satisfied that if we cannot have a faithful and judicious clergyman 
to lay the foundation, we had better not begin our building at all. But 
the day will assuredly come sometime, when there will be a Church here. 
The place has a start which promises a most vigorous growth ; and in God's 
own good time, there will be a demand for the Church which will insure its 
coming. 
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Thb Rby. Hbnrt B. Shbbman reports; 

That private occasions have prevented him from any pastoral charge, 
and that the ministerial acts which he has performed in the past year, having 
been rendered in aid of his brethren, are included in their reports.

STATE OF NEW JERSEY. 



ARTICLE I. 

The Church, in the Diocese of New Jersey, as a constituent part 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United States of America, 
accedes to the Constitution and Canons of that Church, and acknow- 
ledges their authority. 

ARTICLE II. 

There shall be a Convention of the Church in this State on the last 
Wednesday in May, in each year, to be held alternately at Burlington 
and Newark. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Bishop, or, if the Episcopate be vacant, the Standing Com- 
mittee, shall have power, when it appears requisite for the good of the 
Church, to call a special Convention, by a circular letter to the several 
Churches. There shall be not less than four weeks notice previous 
to the day appointed, and such meeting shall be holden where the 
authority calling it shall determine; and at such special Convention, 
no other business shall be transacted than that stated in the notice, 
calling the Convention. 



6 CONSTITUTION, 1868. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. The ConveDtion shall be composed of both Clergymen and 
Laymen. 

Sec. 2. " Every Presbyter six months canonically resident in this 
Diocese, who has been regularly settled as Rector or Minister in some 
Church or Parish in union with this Convention, or who has been duly 
appointed a Missionary by the Ecclesiastical Authority, or who is en- 
gaged as a Rector, Principal or Professor in any incorporated literary 
or theological institution of the Church, or as a Chaplain in the Army 
or Navy of the United States, shall be a member ex-officio ; nor shall 
this right be forfeited when any such Presbyter shall by reason of age 
or infirmity be disabled from the performance of the active duties of 
his ministry. Deacons who belong to this Diocese, and officiate statedly 
within it, are also admitted to seats, and may express their opinions 
on all questions that may come before the Convention ; but may neither 
vote, be appointed members of the Standing Committee, nor be elected 
Deputies to the General Convention." 

Sec. 3. The Laity shall consist of a representation comprising one 
or more deputies, not exceeding three, from each congregation in this 
State in union with this Convention, such deputy or deputies always 
being a member or members of the congregation represented. 

ARTICLE V. 

New parishes may be admitted into union with this Convention, on 
motion, by a majority of votes ; provided they shall have laid before 
the Convention written evidence, subscribed by the Wardens, that 
they accede to the Constitution and Canons of this Church, and are 
duly incorporated and regularly organized by the election of two 
Wardens, and at least five Vestrymen. Provided always, that the 
deputies from new parishes, though entitled to a seat, shall not 
be allowed to vote at the Convention, in which their parishes are 
admitted. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Bishop of the Diocese shall have a seat and a vote in the Con- 
vention, and shall preside at all its meetings. The Assistant Bishop; 
when there is one, shall also have a seat and a vote; and in the absence 
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of the Bishop, shall preside. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, 
or of the absence of the Bishop, and of the Assistant Bishop^ the mem- 
bers shall elect a President pro tempore from among the instituted 
Ministers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The presbyters entitled to votes, who may be present*, at the time of 
meeting, with the deputies from four Churches, shall constitute a 
quorum ; but no measure shall be conclusive without the concurrence 
of a majority of votes of each order ; the Clergy voting individually, 
and the Laity by congregations. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

At each Annual Convention, a Secretary shall be chosen, from 
among its members, who shall continue in office till a successor be ap- 
pointed. His duty shall be to take minutes of the proceedings, to 
preserve the journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, 
and faithfully to deliver into the hands of the Bishop all originals, and 
to his successor all books and papers, relating to the concerns of the 
Convention, which may be in his possession. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A Treasurer of this Convention shall be appointed, who shall con- 
tinue in office during its pleasure. He shall give satisfactory security 
for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office, and shall present 
a statement of his accounts to each annual Convention. But in case 
the Treasurer die, resign, remove from the Diocese, or be incapable of 
acting, the Standing Committee shall have power to appoint a Trea- 
surer, till the next succeeding Convention, who is authorized to re- 
ceive any money, bonds, mortgages, notes, or other property and 
papers, that may be in the Treasury at the time of such decease^ re- 
signation, removal, or incapacity. 

ARTICLE X. 

The Standing Committee shall consist of four Clergymen and four 
Laymen, to be chosen annually; each order choosing its own members 
by ballot, subject to the approval of the other order. As soon as con- 
venient after their election, they shall choose a President from amoug 
the Clerical members^ and a Secretary. The proceedings shall be 
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recorded by the Secretary, and open to the inspection of the Con- 
vention. They shall have power to supply vacancies which may occur 
in their own body, during the recess of the Convention. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Seo. 1. At every Annual Convention, next before the meeting of 
the regular General Convention, four Clerical and f mr Lay Deputies 
shall be elected to represent this Diocese in the General Convention ; 
each order choosing its own representatives by ballot, subject to the 
approval of the other order, who shall hold office for three years. 

Sec. 2. The Convention at the same time shall also nominate by 
ballot a like number of supplementary deputies of each order, to serve 
as deputies contingently. It shall be the duty of the deputies elect, 
to signify to the Bishop, on some day within three weeks of the General 
Convention, and at least one week before such meeting, their accept- 
ance of the appointment, and intention to perform its duties; in default 
of which the Bishop shall designate so many from those of the supple- 
mentary deputies having the greatest number of votes, as shall be 
necessary, as far as practicable, to insure a full representation of the 
Diocese; and the persons so designated shall have all the power and 
authority of deputies, duly elected by this Convention. In case of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, the power hereby conferred on the Bishop, 
shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 

ARTICLE XIL 

This Constitution shall not be altered but in the followins: manner : 
the proposed alteration, or the modification of it deemed advisable, 
having been submitted to the Convention in which it originated, and 
been approved by a majority, shall lie over to the next Convention ; 
and, if then approved by a majority of each order, voting according 
to the Constitution, shall become valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 

Of a List of Clergy mtn in the Diocese, 

The Secretary of the Convention shall keep a register of all the 
Clergy in the Diocese entitled to seats or votes in this Convention, in 
the following manner: the Bishop, or when there is no Bishop, the 
Standing Committee shall on or before the day of meeting of the Conven- 
tion, deliver or cause to be delivered to said Secretary, a certified list 
of all the Ministers of this Church canonically resident in the Diocese^ 
annexing the names of their respective cures or other stations or en- 
gagements ; also, in respect of those who have been ordained or re- 
ceived into the Diocese within the year immediately preceding, the 
dates of their ordination or reception; from which list, thus furnished 
by the Bishop or Standing Committee, said Secretary shall prepare, in 
conformity with Article IV., Section 2, of the Constitution, a roll or 
register of all the Clergy entitled to votes or seats in this Convention. 

This list thus prepared shall hQ prima facie evidence of the rights 
of Clerical members. Should any dispute arise, it shall be referred to 
a Committee appointed by the Convention, who shall decide and report 
on each case as early as may be : and the decisions thus made, if ac- 
cepted by the Convention, shall not be called in question again during 
the same session. 
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CANON II. 
Of the Testimonial of Lay Deputies, 

Lay Deputies to the CoDvention shall present written certificates of 
their election, in the following, or some similar form : 

[Name of the Churchy the Place and Date. ] 

This certifies, that at a meeting of the congregation of this Charch, for the 
purpose of electing Church Officers and Deputies to the Convention, (or for the 
purpose of electing Deputies to (he Convention, if the meeting be for that ob- 
ject alone,) A. B., C. D , and E. F., were duly chosen to represent the congre- 
gation in that body, for the year ensuing. In testimony of which, I have 
hereunto set my hand, [or if (wo Wardens subscribe, we have set our hands,] 
the day and year above written. — 

Which certificate shall be signed by the Rector, the Secretary of the 
Vestry, or by two Wardens, and transmitted by the Secretary of the 
Vestry to the Secretary of the Convention, at least ten days before 
the meeting of the Annual Convention ; and the above form shall be 
annually inserted in the printed Journal of the Convention. 

CANON III. 
Of the Opening of the Convention, 

Every Convention shall be opened with prayer, the celebration of 
the Lord's Supper, and a sermon by the Presbyter, appointed by the 
Bishop, when the Bishop does not himself deliver a sermon or Charge. 
Episcopal Charges delivered before the Convention shall be published 
by the same, without any motion to that effect. The religious exercises 
at the opening of the Convention, shall commence at 11 o'clock, A. M., 
and the business of each day shall be preceded by prayer, the Bishop, 
or a minister of his appointment, officiating. 

CANON IV. 
Of the Office of Secretary of Convention. 

The Secretary of the Convention shall appoint an Assistant Secre- 
tary. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Secretary of 
the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon the Assistant 
Secretary, if there be one, if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing 
Committee. 
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CANON V. 

Of Parochial Registers and Reports. 

Seo. 1. In every congregation the Church -Wardens shall provide 
a proper book, in which the minister, or if the parish be vacant, one of 
the Wardens, shall record the name, and date of the birth of the child 
baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors, the name of the 
adult baptized, the names of all persons married and buried, and the 
date of such marriage and burial, together with a list of all the com- 
municants in the parish, and also a list of the persons confirmed, with 
the date of every event recorded ; all of which shall be under the sig- 
nature of the person recording. From this register there shall annually 
be presented to the Bishop, on or before the first day of the Conven- 
tion, by the Minister, or if there be no Minister, by one of the War- 
dens, an accurate statement of the number of baptisms, marriages, 
funerals, and persons confirmed and admitted to the Holy Communion, 
since the last like report. He shall also report the condition of the 
Sunday Schools in his parish ; and the amount contributed for the poor, 
for Missions, Diocesan, Domestic and Foreign ; for Parochial Schools ; 
for the support and current expenses of the parish, and for Church 
purposes in general; together with such other particulars as may throw 
light on the condition of the parish. And this statement, or such 
parts thereof as shall be approved by the Bishop^ shall be entered and 
published on its Journals. 

Sec. 2. In order to secure a full and accurate view of the state of 
the Church, in case a proper report be not made according to the 
Canons of the General Convention on this subject, by the Minister or 
other proper authority of any parish, it shall be the duty of the Con- 
vention to cause inquiry to be made into the condition of such parish. 

CANON VI. 
Of the Election of Church Officers. 

Sec. 1. In every Church, which is supplied by a Clergyman, Divine 
service shall be performed, on the day of the election of Church 
OflBcers. 

Sec. 2. Any male of full age, and good moral character, may be 
eligible to office in any parish, or entitled to vote at an election of 
Church officers, who professes to adhere to the Protestant Episcopal

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Church, and contributes to its support in the mode prescribed in his 
particular congregation, and who shall have been a worshipper in said 
Church for six calendar months next before the election. 

Seo. 3. In the case of a Free Church the same qualifications shall 
be required ; but only those persons shall be considered as worshippers 
in such Church, who shall have handed in their names as such to the 
Rector or Minister, in writing (or in case of a vacancy, to the Senior 
Warden), at least six calendar months before the election, whose duty 
it shall be to enter the same, with the date, in the parochial register, 
required by Canon V. 

CANON vn. 

0/the Vacant Parishes, 

Seo. 1. On the organization of any new parish in this Diocese, or on 
the occurrence of a vacancy in any existing parish, it shall be the duty 
of the Wardens, or other officers of such parish, to give immediate 
notice of the same to the Bishop; and until provision be made for the 
supply of the same, the Bishop may cause it to be supplied at his dis- 
cretion, by Missionary services, or otherwise. 

Seo. 2. In order to maintain public worship in such parishes, ac- 
cording to the venerable formularies of our Church, the Bishop may, 
on the recommendation of the Vestry, appoint lay-readers, who shall 
be either candidates for orders, or other laymen of exemplary character 
for morals and piety ; and who, under the direction of the Bishop, and 
in default thereof, under the direction of some Clergymen of the 
Diocese, on Sunday and other proper occasions, shall devoutly read 
the service of the Church, and a sermon from the works of some ap- 
proved Protestant Episcopal divine. 

CANON VIII. 

Of the attendance of Clergy on Conventions, 

It is declared to be the duty of every Clergyman having a seat in 
Convention, to attend every meeting thereof, or send a reasonable ex- 
cuse for absence. 

CANON IX. 
Of Scholarships in the General Theological Seminary. 
The Bishop of the Diocese, or, in case of a vacancy in the Epis- 
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copate, the Standing Committee shall have the power of nominating 
a candidate for Holy Orders on any scholarship or scholarships which 
are or may hereafter be, founded by this Convention, in the General 
Theological Seminary of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

CANON X. 

Of the Bishop's Salary, and Expenses of the Convention f and 0/ the 

Episcopal and Missionary Funds, 

Seo. 1. At every Annual Convention there shall be appointed a 
Committee on Finance, consisting of five Laymen, whose duty it shall 
be to make the assessments on the Parishes, as nearly as may be in 
proportion to the salaries paid to their Rectors or Ministers— j^rs/, for 
the Bishop's salary ; and, secondly, for printing the Journal, the ex- 
penses of the Standing Committee, for the quota towards the expenses 
of the General Convention, and other expenses of this Convention. 
They shall report the same respectively to the Convention dui^ng the 
session of the Convention at which said assessments are made ; men- 
tioning the name of each Parish, with the amount assessed upon it, and 
the Convention shall take action on said report at its pleasure. 

Seo. 2. The assessment of the Bishop's salary shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, quarterly on the first days of January, 
April, July and October. And the assessment for the expenses of the 
Convention shall be paid to the Treasurer before the first day of July, 
which assessments and payments, together with all arrears, shall be 
published in the Journal, in a separate schedule, prepared by the 
Treasurer. 

Seo. 3. The salary to be paid to the Bishop, until otherwise ordered 
by the Convention, is hereby fixed at $4,000 per annum. 

Seo. 4. The whole income of the Episcopal Fund shall be applied 
in payment of the Bishop's salary ; and such additional amount as may 
be requisite to make up the salary, as above fixed, shall be assessed, at 
every Annual Convention, on the Parishes of the Diocese, as provided 
for in Section 1st of this Canon. 

Seo. 5. It shall be the duty of the Rectors or Ministers of the 
several congregations of the Diocese, to lay this Canon before their 
Vestries, and urge their co-operation in carrying out its provisions. 

Seo. 6. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Convention, at 
each of its annual meetings, to make a separate report of the amounts 
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of money received from each parish, for the Bishop's Salary, the Epis- 
copal Fund, the respective purposes of the Missions of the Diocese 
daring the year, and the assessments provided for by section 1 of this 
Canon; specifying the parishes (if any) which have made no contri- 
bution, and also the amount, principal and income of the Episcopal 
Fund, with a description of the securities for the same , and this report 
shall be entered upon the minutes of the Convention; and as much of 
the said reports shall be published each year as the Convention may 
from time to time direct. 

Seo. 7. Section 4, and so much beside of Canon X, as relates to 
the Bishop's salary, is hereby repealed. 

CANON XI. 
0/ the Board of Missions, 

Seo. 1. At every Annual Convention there shall be chosen, a Board 
of Missions, consisting of the Bishop, six clergymen and six laymen. 

Seo. 2. This Board shall annually appoint its own Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

Seo. 3. It shall be the duty of this Board to receive and apply all 
collections, appropriations, donations and offerings for the support of 
missions under the ecclesiastical authority of the diocese — including 
the interest of the Missionary Fund — and to receive specific donations 
from any individual or church, which shall be appropriated as desig- 
nated by the donor. 

Seo. 4. It shall be the duty of every minister having charge of a 
parish or congregation in this Diocese, in each year, to make one or 
more collections in his parish for Diocesan Missions, which collections 
shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Board. 

Seo. 5. When any mission station, under the direction of the Board, 
shall furnish, for the support of its own Missionary, the sum of ^300 
per annum, it shall be allowed the privilege of proposing to the Bishop 
one, who, if approved by the Bishop, shall be considered as Missionary 
to that station. 

Seo. 6. The basis of all appropriations by the Board shall be the 
money contributed and in hand for the preceding year; and after the 
expiration of one year no money shall be appropriated for any year 
exoeeding such amount. 
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Sec. 7. The interest of the Missionary Fund shall be applied to the 
support of Missions under the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, 
under the direction of the Board of Missions. 

Seo. 8. The Wednesday evening of each Annual Convention shall 
be devoted to Missionary purposes, at which time the Annual Report 
of the Board shall bo read, such services held as may be appointed by 
the Board, and the members of the Board for the ensuing year elected. 

Seo. 9. So much of Canon X. as relates to Missions is hereby re- 
pealed. 

CANON XII. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

A collection shall be made in every congregation in this Diocese on 
Whitsunday or Trinity Sunday of each year, for the relief of Clergy- 
men disabled by age or disease. 

All contributions or donations to this object shall be transmitted to 
the Treasurer of the Convention, and shall be appropriated at the dis- 
cretion of the Bishop, with the consent of the Standing Committee, 
expressed and recorded at one of its regular meetings; and if more 
money shall be raised by these contributions than the present necessity 
requires, such overplus shall be safely invested by the Treasurer as the 
commencement of a fund for the relief of disabled clergymen in the 
Diocese. 

CANON XIII. 
Of Persons repelled from the Holy Communion, 

When a person who has been repelled from the Holy Communion 
appeals to the Bishop, and is not restored by him, the Bishop may, 
and if the person repelled demands it, shall appoint one presbyter and 
two laymen, who shall make ioqury into the truth of the facts alleged, 
and shall report thereof, with their opinion thereon, to the Bishop, 
who may restore the individual, or otherwise, as he may deem proper. 

CANON XIV. 

Of Proceedings in the case of a Minister accused by public rumour 

of offences for which he may be tried. 

Seo. 1. When a minister is accused by public rumour of an offence 
or offences for which he may be tried and punished, according to the 
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37th Canon of the General Convention of 1832, it shall be the duty 
of the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, of the Clerical members of the 
Standing Committee^ to appoint not less than three, or more than five 
presbyters, who, or a majority of whom, shall make such inquiries as 
may satisfy them of the innocency of the accused, or of the sufficiency 
of ground for presentment and trial. If satisfied of his innocency, 
they shall make report accordingly ; if of the sufficiency of ground for 
presentment and trial, two of them shall present the accused for trial, 
according to the Canon in such case made and provided. 

Seo. 2. Any minister of this Diocese, may for himself request of the 
Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, of the Clerical members of the 
Standing Committee, the inquiry provided for in this Canon, in which 
case it shall be instituted and shall proceed according to its provisions. 

CANON XV. 
Of the Presentment and Trial of Clergymen, 

Whenever any Minister of this Diocese shall become " liable to pre- 
sentment and trial'' under the provisions of any Canon of the General 
or Diocesan Convention, the mode of proceeding in this Diocese, shall 
be as follows : 

Seo. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment, in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offence or offences of 
which the accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as 
to time, place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made 
by the major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any 
Church of which the accused is, or has been a Minister, or by any two 
presbyters of this Diocese, or by the Convention of the Diocese, or, in 
case of alleged misconduct in another Diocese, by the ecclesiastical 
authority of that Diocese. 

Seo. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes above 
prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear to him 
to be such as to constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it allege 
facts, some of which do, and some of which do not constitute an offence, 
he may allow it in part, and dismiss the residue, or he may permit it 
to be amended. When it shall be allowed, in whole or in part, the 
Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the accused ; and shall 
also nominate eight presbyters of this Diocese entitled to seats in the 
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Convention, and not being parties to the presentment, and cause a list 
of their names to be served on the accused, who shall, within thirty 
days after such service, select five of them, and notify their names in 
writing to the Bishop; and if he shall not give such notification to the 
Bishop, within the said thirty days, the Bishop shall select five, and 
the presbyters so selected, or any number of them not less than three, 
shall form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place, (but always within 
this Diocese,) as they shall think necessary. 

Sec. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first meeting 
shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting, on the accused, 
and also on one of the persons making the presentment. 

Seo. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the Board 
of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the Board, 
and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall decide all 
questions. 

Seo. 5. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, shall 
not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his trial, the 
Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, unless for good 
cause they shall see fit to adjourn till another day. 

Seo. 6. When the Board proceed to the trial, the evidence shall 
be reduced to writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively. If 
on, or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the 
charges as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense with 
hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state their 
opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be pronounced. 

Seo. 7. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and it 
being made satisfactorily to appear to him, that any material witness 
cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a Com- 
missary to take the testimony of such witness. Such Commissary may 
be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and the party so applying, shall 
give to the other at least six days' notice of the time and place of 
taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the notice shall be 
served, shall reside more than forty miles from the place of examina- 
tion, an additional day's notice shall be given for every additional twenty 
miles of the said distance. And both parties may attend and examine 
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the witDesses; and the questions and answers shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Com- 
missary, and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, 
and, if competent, shall be received by them as evidence. 

Seo. 8. The Board having deliberately considered the evidence, 
shall declare in a writing signed by them, or a majority of them, their 
decision on the charges contained in the presentment, distinctly stating 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such charges respectively, 
and also stating the sentence which in their opinion should be pro- 
nounced ; and a copy of ?uch decision shall without delay be com- 
municated to the accused : and the original decision, together with the 
evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such 
canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the 
same shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence, the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three or more 
of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his opinion be most 
convenient, in some Church to be designated by him, which shall for 
that purpose be open at the time to all persons who may choose to 
attend, and the sentence shall then and there be publicly pronounced 
by the Bishop. But the Bishop, if he shall be satisfied that justice 
requires it, may grant a new trial to the accused, in which case a new 
Board of Presbyters shall be appointed, and the proceedings shall be 
conducted as before mentioned. 

Seo. 9. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summon ers. to be appointed for the pur- 
pose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be evi- 
dence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the fact shall 
be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or paper 
delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 

Sec. 10. Counsel shall be allowed on both sides, not exceeding two 
to either, at the pleasure of the parties, provided they be communi- 
cants in this Church. 

Sec. 11. The Bishop shall appoint some person to act as clerk, and 
carefully to record the proceedings. 
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CANON XVI. 

Of a Treasurer pro tempore. 

Whenever a Treasurer shall be appointed by the Standing Com- 
mittee or otherwise, he shall enter into the same securities, and be re- 
sponsible in the same manner, as if regularly appointed by the Con- 
vention. 

CANON XVII. 
Of Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 

No proposed alterations of, or additions to the Canons, shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day's pre- 
vious notice thereof be given in open Convention, and until such 
alteration or addition shall have been referred to, and reported upon 
by a Standing Committee on Constitution and Canons, which Com- 
mittee shall consist of five persons, and shall be appointed by election^ 
as early as may be, in each session of the Convention. 

CANON XVIII. 
Repealing former Canons. 
All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed.

To Incorporate " The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the State of New Jersey.^' — Passed, November 20, 1826. 

1. Be it enacted, by the Council and General Assembly of this State 
— and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, that the Rev. 
John Croes, Charles H. Wharton, John Croes, Jr., George Y. More- 
house, Clarkson Dunn, Simon Wilmer, William L. Johnson, Matthew 
Matthews, Christian F. Crus6, and Benjamin Holmes, and Joseph 
Marsh, Robert Boggs, Zachariah Rossell, Christian Larzelere, George 
Haywood, Isaac Welsh, Joseph V. Clark, Charles C. Stratton, Enoch 
Aggins, Thomas Sinnickson, and Aaron Wright, and their associates, 
forming the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
State of New Jersey, and their successors, duly appointed, according 
to the Constitution of the said Church, shall be, and they are hereby 
made and constituted a corporation and body politic, in law and in fact, 
by the name and title of " The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the State of New Jersey." 

2. And be it enacted, That the said corporation, and their successors, 
by the name and title aforesaid, shall be able and capable, in law to 
purchase, have, hold, take, use, and enjoy, in fee simple, or any life or 
other estate or estates, any lands, tenements, rents, liberties, privileges, 
franchises, or other hereditaments; and also, any goods, chattels, moneys, 
legacies, donations, or other estate or property whatsoever, given or 
granted to the said Convention, in any manner or way whatsoever, 
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provided alwaySy that the income thereof shall not exceed the sum of 
five thousand dollars per annum. And further that all the estate, 
real, personal, and mixed, now belonging to, or held bj the said Con- 
vention, shall be vested in, and held and managed by the said coipo- 
ration, and their successors ] and that the said corporation and their 
successors shall and may give, grant, sell and convey, demise, assign, 
release or otherwise dispose of, all or any of their messuages, houses, 
lands^ tenements, rents, possessions, and other hereditaments, and real 
estate, and all goods, chattels and personal estate, and other things 
aforesaid, as to the said corporation shall seem meet ; and that the said 
corporation shall be able and capable, in law, to sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, answer, and be answered, defend, and be defended, 
in all courts, and all and every other matter and thing therein to do, 
in as full and effectual a manner as any other person or persons, body 
politic or corporate in this State, in the like cases can or may do ; and 
that they shall have full power to demand and receive, and if need be, 
to sue for, and recover all debts, rents and legacies which are now due, 
or may become due to the said Convention ; and to demand, have, and 
take all deeds, bonds, and mortgages, notes, books, and other writings 
or things which belong to the said Convention ] and shall and may have 
and use a common seal, with such device or devices as they shall think 
proper, and the same to break, renew, or alter at pleasure. 

3. And he it enacted^ that it shall be lawful for the said corporation 
to appoint a Treasurer, during their pleasure, who shail hold and manage 
the said funds, subject to the instruction and control of the said cor 
poration, and who shall render an account of the same at every annual 
meeting of the said corporation, and oftener, if required, and give 
security for the faithful discharge of his duties, if required to do so, 
and pay out moneys under such regulations and orders as the said cor- 
poration may from time to time adopt — Provided neuerthelesSy and it is 
hereby enacted. That nothing in this act contained, shall prevent the 
Legislature from altering, amending or repealing the same, whenever 
in their opinion, the public good requires it. 
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To incorporate Religious Societies worshipping according to the customs 
aud usages of the Protestant Episcopal Church. Passsed, Feb- 
ruary 17, 1829. 

Whereas, the act entitled, *' An act to Incorporate Trustees of Re- 
ligious Societies," passed the twelfth day of June, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-nine, is, in some respects, inconsistent with the 
Constitution, usages, and customs of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in this State — And whereas, the Convention of the said Church have 
prayed the aid of the Legislature in the premises. Therefore : 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, by the Council and General Assembly of this 
State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That when 
any congregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this State, duly 
organized according to the Constitution and usages of said Church, 
desire to form themselves into a body corporate, notice shall be given 
of such intention ten days previously, by an advertisement set up in 
upen view at or near the place where such congregation usually assem- 
ble for Divine service, designating the day when, and the place where, 
they design to meet for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That the congregation having met at the 
time and place appointed, the Rector or Minister, or if there be no 
Rector or Minister, or he be necessarily absent, one of the Church 
Wardens or Vestrymen shall preside at the meeting, and the Secretary 
of the Vestry shall record the proceedings of the meeting. The con- 
gregation shall then proceed, by a vote of the majority of those present, 
to designate the corporate name or title by which the Church shall be 
known, which shall be in the manner and form as follows: '^ The Rector, 

Wardens and Vestrymen of Church, in ." The congregation 

shall then choose two Wardens, and not more than ten, nor less than five 
Vestrymen, and also fix and determine the day annually, on which new 
elections of officers shall take place. A certificate of these proceedings, 
under the hands and seals of the President and Secretary of the meet- 
ins, shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of 
the county, whose duty it shall be to record the same, for which he 
shall be entitled to receive the usual compensation for similar service. 

Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That the Rector, Wardens, and Vestry- 
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men, appointed as aforesaid, shall be a body corporate and politic, in law 
and in fact, to have continuance forever, under the same restrictions, 
and with the same rights and privileges, as are expressed in the " Act 
to incorporate trustees of religious societies," passed the twelfth day of 
June, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine — provided neverthe- 
less, that if at any time the Church be without a Minister or Rector, the 
same rights and privileges shall be vested in the Wardens and Vestrymen. 

Seo. 4. And he it enacted, That the Rector, Wardens, and Vestry- 
men, and their successors, or a majority of them, may make such rules, 
by-laws, and ordinances, and do every thing needful and requisite for 
the good government and support of the Church, all of which shall be 
entered in a book, to be provided and kept for that purpose — Provided, 
that the said rules, by-laws, and ordinances shall not be repugnant to 
the Constitution and laws of this State, or of the United States. 

Sec. 5. And he it enacted. That the qualification of voters at the 
annual elections shall be conformable to the Constitution and prin- 
ciples of the Protestant Episcopal Church in New Jersey. 

Sec. 6. And he it enacted. That the Rector, Wardens, and Vestry- 
men shall choose a Treasurer, who, when called upon for that purpose, 
shall render a true and just account to the corporation, of all moneys 
by him received and expended, and pay over the balance which may 
remain in his hands at the time of settlement, to his successor in office. 

Sec. 7. And he it enacted, That when a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of Minister or Rector, by death, removal, or otherwise, the said 
Wardens and Vestrymen, (two-thirds of them concurring in the choice,) 
may choose some fit person, duly qualified, to act as Minister or Rector 
of said Church, agreeably to the Constitution of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of America; and the Minister or 
Rector so chosen, shall preside at all meetings of the Wardens and 
Vestrymen, and have a casting vote, except the business or question 
to be decided has relation to the personal interest of said Minister or 
Rector; provided, that in the absence of the President, the Wardens 
and Vestrymen may choose a President, pro tempore. 

Sec. 8. And he it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any 
Protestant Episcopal Church in this State, iacorporated under existing 
laws to, embrace the privileges of this Act, by compliance with, and 
adopting its provisions.

1. Be it enacted^ by the Senate and General Assembly of the State of New 
Jersey, that Charles S» Olden, of Princeton, Mercer county ; Daniel Dodd, of 
Newark, Essex county ; Denning Duer, of Weehawken, Hudson county ; 
Thomas P. Carpenter, of Camden, Camden county; John Eean, of Union 
township. Union county ; William N. "Wood, of Morristown, Morris county ; 
Anthony Q. Eeasbey, of Newark, Essex county, and their successors, being 
members of the Protestant Episcopal Church, be and they hereby are consti- 
tuted a body corporate, by the name of '* The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund 
of the Diocese of New Jersey," and by that name shall haye perpetual succes- 
sion, and exercise and be clothed with the powers and priyileges enumerated 
in the first section of the act concerning corporations, approved February four- 
teenth, eighteen hundred and forty- six; and shall be capable of taking and 
holding by gift, grant or bequest, such property as may be necessary for the 
purposes of the corporation : Provided^ the yearly value thereof shall not exceed 
the sum of eight thousand dollars. 

2. And he it enacted^ That the object of said corporation shall be the manage- 
ment and care of the fund already provided, together with that which may be 
hereafter contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing thereon, for 
the support of the Episcopate of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese 
of New Jersey, and the appropriation of the income of the fund for that purpose, 
according to the directions to be from time to time given by the Convention of 
the said Church in the said Diocese. 

3. And he it enacted, That the management of the affairs and concerns of 
the said sorporation shall be, and hereby is vested in seven trustees, who shall 
be citizens of the State, and members of the Protestant Episcopal Church; the 
persons named in the first section of this aot to be the first trustees, a majority 
of whom shall constitute the necessary quorum for the transaction of business ; 
they shall hold their first meeting at the call of the trustee first named in this 
act, and shall appoint a president, secretary, and such other ofificer and officers 
as they may deem necessary, and no act of the trustees shall be valid unless 
authorized by a resolution adopted at a regular meeting by the concurring vote 
of a majority of the whole number, and entered by the secretary in a book of 
minutes to be kept as a record of their proceedings, which book shall be open 
to the inspection of the members, for the time being, of the Convention of said 
Church in the Diocese. 

4. And he it enacted. That the trustees shall conform to such instructions 
may be given to them by the Convention, not inconsistent with the p 
and design of the contributors to the fund touching the disposition of Um 
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come of the fund ; Provided such instructions be entered on the Journals of the 
Conrention, and a certified copy of the resolution or resolutions containing the 
same, be furnished to the trustees. 

5. And be it enacted. That a statement of the proceedings of the trustees, ex- 
hibiting the condition of the funds entrusted to their charge, together with an 
account of the receipts and disbursements, signed by the trustees or by a 
majority of them, shall be made to each Annual Dioceean ConTention, imme- 
mediately after the organization thereof. 

6. And be it enacted, That the trustees may provide by-laws for the removal 
of a trustee for good cause ; and on such removal, may by a resolution, declare 
the place vacant. 

7. And be it enacted. That all vacancies occurring in the board of trustees, 
shall be filled by the Diocesan Convention at their next annual meeting there- 
after.

Of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, 

Art. 1. The regular officers of the Board shall be a President, Secretary, 
and an Executive Committee, to consist of two Trustees and the Secretary, 
The Secretary shall also be ex-officio Treasurer of the Board. 

Art. 2. The annual meeting of the Board shall be held at the place of meet- 
ing of the Annual Convention of the Diocese, on the first day of such meeting 
of the Convention, at such time in the day and at such particular place as may 
be fixed by adjournment or by notification of the President or Secretary, 
Other meetings of said Board may be called at any time and place by the 
President or any two Trustees. 

Art. 3. At said annual meeting, the said President and Secretary shall be 
elected for the ensuing year, and the said Committee shall be appointed by the 
President. In case of failure to elect or appoint said officers at said time, the 
persons already filling said positions shall continue therein until their suocet- 
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sors are so chosen or appointed. In case of a vacancy such election may be 
held or appointment made at any other meeting of the Board. 

Art. 4. The Secretary shall keep the accounts and minutes of the Board, and 
have charge of their books, papers, and securities. He shall prepare the an- 
nual statement of the proceedings of the Trustees to be presented to the Con- 
vention. He shall also previously notify all persons from whom moneys shall 
be coming to the Board of the time when the same will be due. 

Art. 6. All moneys due the Board shall be received by the Secretary, who 
shall immediately deposit the same to the credit of the Board, in such Bank or 
other place of deposit as the Board may from time to time direct. 

Art. 6. All investments of moneys shall be made by an order of the said 
Committee, signed by them and recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose, 
under such general directions in regard to the mode of investment as the Board 
of Trustees may from time to time prescribe. 

Art. 7. All checks or drafts for moneys shall be drawn by the Secretary 
and signed by him, and the President, either by virtue of an order of the Board 
for that purpose duly entered in the minutes, or (in case of investments) of • 
warrant made upon him for that purpose by the said Committee briefly stating 
the details of said investment. 

Art. 8. At the annual meeting of said Board as aforesaid, the said Secretary 
shall present a complete statement, (I.) of all moneys, securities, or property 
received during the year, and of all disbursements and expenditures; (II.) of 
all investments made by said Committee during the year, and (III.) of the 
present condition of the funds, securities and property of the Board, with a 
complete inventory of the same. 

Art. 9. The following shall be deemed good causes for removal of a Trustee, 
viz : I. Forfeiture or denial of membership in the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
II. Immoral conduct, when certified upon the book of minutes of said Trustees 
by two-thirds of said Board. III. Neglect to attend four successive meetings 
of said Trustees, (which shall, however, cover a period of not less than one 
year,) if properly notified of said meeting by the Secretary or other member 
of the Board, without giving to said Board a satisfactory reason for said 
neglect. IV. Removal of place of residence out of the Diocese of New Jersey. 
When such removal for cause shall be made by the Board of Trustees, and 
whenever any vacancy in said Board shall occur by death, resignation or other- 
wise, the Secretary shall report the same to the next annual Diocesan Conven- 
tion, with the annual statement of the proceedings of said Trustees. 

Art. 10. These By-Laws may be altered or amended at any meeting by the 
concurring votes of all the members of the Board present, or at any meeting 
by the vote of a majority of the members of the Board, provided, notice of such 
proposed alteration or amendment has been given at a previous meeting. 
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1. Each meeting of the Convention shall he opened and closed 
with pniycr. 

2. When the President assumes the chair^ each mcmher shall take 
his seat. 

3. At each Annual Meeting, the Secretary shall call over the names 
of the nicinbcrs, and enter on the minutes the names of those who 
are present. 

4. The order of business shall be as follows: 
i. 1 he appointment of a Secretary. 

ii. 'J he appointment of a Committee on Lay Deputies, 
iii. The appointment of a Committee on New Parishes, 
iv. 'J he appointment of a Committee on Finance, 
v. 'J he appointment of a Committee on Rules of Order, 
vi. The appointment of a Committee on the Address of the Bishop, 
vii. 'J'he appointment of a Committee on Securities, 
viii. Reports of existing Committees, 
ix. Reports of the Treasurer and of the Auditing Committee. 
X. Re| ort of the Standinir Committee, 
xi. Presentation of Parochial Reports, 
xii. Miscellaneous business. 

5. Th«i order of business, after the first day, shall be as follows : 
i. Reading, correcting and approving the minutes. 

ii. 1'he election (unless otherwise ordered) of the Standing Com- 
Hiittee. 

iii. The election of Deputies to the General Convention. 

iv. The election of Trustees of the General TheoloL^ieal Seminary. 

V. The election of Treasurer and Auditing Committee. 

vi. Reports of Committees, 
vii. Unfinished business, 
viii. .Motions, resolutions and miscellaneous business. 

6. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless other- 
wise ordered. 

7. 'J he Keports of Committees shall be in writing; and, when made, 
shall bfc the property of the Convention without any motion for accept- 
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ance. All reports recommeDdiDg action of the CoDvention^ shall be 
accompanied by a resolution to that effect. 

8. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded ; and every 
motion shall be reduced to writing and signed by the mover, whose 
name shall be entered on the Journal. 

9. When any member is about to speak, he shall; with due respect, 
address himself to the President, coafining himself strictly to the 
point in debate. 

10. No member shall speak more than twice (except the mover, 
who is entitled to reply) in the same debate, without leave of the 
Convention. 

11. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention 
may resolve itself into a Committee of the Whole, and shall take a vote 
for that purpose. 

12. All questions shall be decided viva voce, unless otherwise 
specially ordered. 

13. When required by two clerical and two lay delegates, the vote 
of the Convention may be taken by orders voting separately, and the 
names shall be entered on the minutes. 

14. The doors of the iJonvention shall be open for the admission of 
such persons as may wish to know its proceedinjrs. 

15. No member shall leave this Convention without permission. 

16. In all elections, those persons, only, who -shall have a majority 
of all the votes given, shall be deemed elected. 

17. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be 
received unless to lay it upon the table; to postpone it to a certain 
time; to postpone it indefiHitely; to correct it; to amend it, or to 
divide ; and motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence 
in the order herein named. The motion to lay upon the table and to 
adjourn shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall 
always be in order, unless some member is speaking. 

18. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the Rules 
of the Convention, the President shall, or any member may, call him 
to order; if decided to be out of order, he shall immediately take 
his scut, unless permitted by the Convention to explain or proceed in 
order. 

19. All questions of order shall be determined by the President, 
without debate; but any member may appeal from the decision, and, 
on such appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave 
of the Convention. 

20. All motions to reconsider, or notices, shall be made on the day 
the vote is taken. 

21 'J'hc Convention shall be opened at 11 A. M. ; Evening Session 
at 5 P M After the first day Prayers at 9 A. M. ; Evening Session 
at Gp m. 

22. At the close of each Convention, the minutes shall be read, 
corrected and approved.
